I think it is impossible for auy man to fore- 
cast the future greatness of this country. We 
seem to getat once into the atmosphere of 
boasting, because I think, really, the reality 
lies scarcely within the limits of the 
imagination. We shall at the end of the 

resent century be greater than America, and 

ngliand, and France were seventy years 
ago. The production of our country, vast as it 
may be, is never going to want for a market, 
because it scarcely keeps pace with the increas- 
ing population of the world. In speaking a few 
weeks ago with a very intelligent Englishman 
visiting this country, de was expressing, | will 
not say any apprehension, but be was exoress- 
ing the liveliest interest in the outlook 
for the manufacturing industries of Great 
Britain. And he. said to me: “If you 
are going forward at such lengths. where are 
we to be by and by, in the future!“ Well may 
that question be asked, because when we are 
stretehing out our arms ali over the globe, ben 
time and space seem to be practically anni- 
hitated, and you know, by going into your great 
Board of Trade rooms here day by day, what is 
transpiring in the markers of Great Britain on 
that verv day, and regulate your transactions, 
in some degree, by what has taken place there. 
When, 1 say, the world is brought 
thus near together that people upon 
uvpposit continents day by day regulate 
their transactions by what has taken place ia 
the one place or in the other, it is evident that 
the world has come into such juxtaposition that 
there is no longer ady secluded and speci@ly 
appropriated market; but that the people who 
have the greatest skill, the greatest enterprise, 
and the largest patural resources to draw upon, 
will succeed in the grand race of competition in 
the world. If that be the case, and our re- 
sources are so mucb greater than those 
of any other people, well may the 
inquiry come from others, however old 
they may be, What isto be the resuit upon 
their local industries? While at the end of the 
present century our own population will be 
greater than the population. of Great Britain, 
and of the United States, and of France was 
seventy years ago. we shall not be obliged to 
ship everything abroad that we make, because 
we have a vast population coming on, a new 
England, a new Great Britain, coming into the 
world as consumers of the products of our soil, 
and the products of our industries, in less than 
three-quarters of a century. 

There is absolutely no limit to American en- 
terprise, as there is no limit to the absolutely 
inexhaustible resources of this Continent. 
There is no room for local jealousies, for rival- 
ries between municipalities, or between States. 
We may as well dismiss all jealousies, if we 
have them, and throw durselves manfully, and 
bravely, and heroically, and bopefully into the 
grand struggle that isto carry foward Ameri- 
can enterprise and Am@ican greatness, until u 
shall reach a point that bas never yet deen 
reached by any other, people om the face of the 
globe. [Applause.] 

I do not need to remind you, gentlemen, com- 
mercial meu as we are, busy as we are iu our 
life work among material things, that the great- 
ness of a nation, after all, does not consist io 
its resources, does not consist in its industries, 
but consists In its men, im their characters, in 
their development, in their aspiration.

It seems as 
though we bad done very little, that everything 
is to de dove. We especially need men of 
means, men of energy, men of brains, to come 
among us and occupy the commercial. field. 
It is large and wide. Our manufacturers have 
a market for produce, alike in the cities of 
the East and of West. Our merchants reach 
out a thousand and more than athoutand miles, 
wheres they now enjoy 4 lucrative trade. Statis- 
tics tell us that the people of Montana per 
capita bave more wealth than any other people 
uoder the sun. The rich Territory of Montana, 
with its neighbor Idabo, the thrifty Mormons of 
U‘ah, the peoble of Colorado and Wyoming, 
besides our own State, are most readily reached 
from Omaha. I will not to forecast the 
future of our city. The enlightened minds of 
the commercial country are fixed upon us, and 
it shail be the task of the self-reliant men who 
ownthe city and control its uestiaies to see that 
the anticipations of ita friends are fulfilled and 
realized. 

Our merchants, as a class, pay 100 cents on the 
dollar. [Applause.] If they bave dealings with 
you, and you make it an object, they will pay 
cash; and they have credit at the bank if y 
haven’t the cash. And that leads me to say 
that the banks, of which we have four, con- 
tribute not a little to me Ve welfare. Our 
banks do an exceptionally ! business. In 
round figures the deposits of four banks in 
Omaba at this time are about 64.500.000. We sell 
per annum $55,000,000 to $60,000,000 of Eastern 
exchange, and a great deal of the money comes 
to Chicago. The deposits in the banks that are 
drawn out during the year figure $110,000,000 to

Lf there is this 
dem and now for transportation, what must be 
the demand in the very immediate future! This 
Mississippi Valley country of ours,—the soil is 
scarcely tickled yet; J saw it recently estimat- 
ed that not more than 28 per cent of the tilla- 
bie soil of the Mississippi Valley tributary to 
the Mississippi bas yet been cultivated, and 
much of this only partially cultivated. It is 
very sure that with the remuneration which the 
farmer hag been getting for his eta, es po- 
cially this year and last, and I may say for sey- 
eral years, there will be very great additional 
production in the Mississippi Vailev; and this 
will require additional transportation facilities. 

I believe the day is here when there should 
be in course of preparation three or four more 
grand trunk s running from the 
W to the East ia order to 
give additional facilities for the commerce 
of this country, because I recognize the fact 
that a large proportion of this commerce away 
from the people and to the people must be car- 
ried on by railroads; and while this is the case, 
while 1 believe this to de the case, I believe that 
we will require the additional transportation 
facilities which our water-ways cas ive to this 
great country of ours. If this water traus- 
portation is not needed for the purpose of car- 
rying the products of the country, it is needed 
for the purpose of regulating the tariffs 
upon the railroads of the country. which are 
enormous to-day and burdensome upon the 
people of our great West. [Apolause.] I de- 
lieve that the Mississippi River was designed, 


and its tributaries were designed, by Providence 


for a wise purpose, and for relieving the neces- 
sities of the people. 

To be sure, low water comes sometimes, and 
the people are not able to transport their 
goods. believe that in the places where the 
water ‘ts low it should be confined so 

transporta- 
well as 


shoulé set itself to this matter at once; de- 
cause the rivers are the people’s — and 
the people's safeguard against monopolies of 
transportation for the products of the soil. 
[Aoplause.] [am opposed to the niggardiy 
way io which small amounts are doled out to 
the people for the improvement of the rivers 
and harbors of this country. It is as much ¢ 
waste of money as it is a waste in the manner 
in which the money is applied for the construc- 
tion of public buildings. I delve that prepara- 
tions should be made adequate for the purpose, 
and that these improvements shonid be made at 
avery early day, because the time is upon us, 
and jetties are already opened to the Guif o 
Mexico. There should be a great commerce 
moving at all seasons of the year when there is 
no ice upon all of our rivers and upon all of 
their tributaries, as well as upon all of our rail- 
roads. And I commend this suliject to the peo- 
ple of this country asa matter of the gravest 
importance; because the time is upon us when 
the products of the country must be moved by 
water and by rail as well. 

This subject 1 will not rollow longer. Refer- 
ence has been made to the places where we 
live. It is natural for us to love the places of 
our birth and the places of our homes; natural 
for us to love our friends and our families and 
our chijdren. I love New England, bdecaase 1 
was born there. I love the City of St. Louis 
because I have lived there since the days of my 
manhood; but I would not say, while I love 
St. Louis, that there are any interests 
there which are far oveshadowing other 
interésts; but I would say that every 
city im our land should be obuailt up, 
that one part of the country cannot say to the 
other that they have no interests there; that, 
whiie I love St. Louis, and while, if I did not 
live there, I would try and live in Chicago, al- 
though there's asharp rivalry, verbaps compe- 
tition petween the two cities, yet I believe it to 
be a bealthy competition.

He referred to the Hon. E. R. Mudge, of 
Boston, an elderly gntleman, who spoke as fol- 


lows: 

Mr. Presrpsnt p GENTLEMEN: The sub- 
ject given me to sp@k on is a large one. You 
must remember tist every man, woman, and 
child in the UnitedBtates, and in al! the world, 
has something mawfactured upon his person,— 
cotton, woolen, liten, or silk. The manufact- 
ures of cotton zud wool have extended 
in this country til — almost meet the 
needs of our populftion, and, in some instances, 
even exceed those needs hirty-seven years 
aco | visited Chiazo. I have never seen it 
since until last fvening. The change io the 
conditions here me be somewhat marked when 
I tell vou that I mtered it from the town on 
the Illinois Rive, either Peoria or Peru, 
whichever is marest you, in a stage, 
coming over a rod simply turned up from the 
prairie; there «sno railroad in Chicago or out 
of it, or even borht of at that time; and the 
bonds of this creat State of Illinois with three 
years accrued intg@est in default were selling at 
$20.

Mr. PRESIDENT, AND GENTLEMEM OF THE 
COMMERCIAL CLUB: | am very mucb obliged to 
you for inviting me to be with vou this evening 
at this banquet. ‘The evening has been an occa- 
sion of great delight to me, for I have been very 
much interested in listening to the eloquent 
and instructive gddresses which have been 
made bere thisevening. But I am reminded that 
the hour is late and ‘that you are ali of you 
more or less tired, and I must try and make 
my remarks as short as possibile. Still I want 
to say a few words to favor of the City of Mu- 
waukee. I don’t think that enough is said 
about Milwaukee. Milwaukee isn’t understood, 
1 don’t think.

Why don’t you get you 
some! {Laughter.| 1 don’t know why you 
say such things about Milwaukee, but I believe 
these @ewspaper fellows—not those here, but 
those down East, in Boston and New York— 
when they have gota good item thev put it 
down to Milwaukee.

For in- 
stance, there was the gambier, who had been 
betting on borse-races, cock-fights, and bits of 
paper, and who finally became repentant and 
tried to live a better lite. Pretty soon he was 
on bis death-ved, and bis minister was talking 
to him and saying to bim.

EX-MAYOR LINCOLN. 

The Chairman—Before calling upon a Chicago 
gentieman to close this meeting, I take pleas- 
ure in introducing ex-Mayor Lincoln, of Boston, 
who was the first President of its Commercial 


Club, and who was re-elected Mayor of Boston 
seven consecutive years. 

a Lincoln was greeted with applause, and 
said: 

Mn. Presipent aND GENTLEMEN: On the 
day preceding our starting for Boston there was 
a notable literary festival and breakfast in honor 
of the “autocrat”’’ of Boston, or “ of the break- 
fast table.“ [Laughter.] It seems 
that here in Chicago you have 
followed other Boston notions, and have 
inaugurated an autocratof the dinner table: 
and he has had the audacity to call upon me to 
speak without giving me a single word of warn- 
ing. The gentleman atthe other end of the 
table, the gentleman from Cincinnati, spoke of 
the aacient merchant beinga pirate. It is said 
that a dog even now, before he sits down, will 

around in acircle, imitating the old wolf 

m which be descended, to put down the grass 
so that he may take his seat. It seems to me this 
modern merchant bas still a little of the old 
virus in him, for he has taken upon himself the 
duties of a highwayman, and has called upon 
me to stand and deliver. |Laughter.] 

And now, gentlemen of Chicago. and vou, 
Mr. President, what shall 1 say? Upon what 
subject shall 1 speak? You have introduced me, 
first, as the first President of the Commercial 
Club of Boston. That wasso. And possibly 
some of you gentlemen are interested in even 
that thing, whetner that first origination of the 
Commercial Club did not originate with some of 

ou. What are the circumstances? If it is not 
00 late, I will tell you. 

We have a National Board of Trade. The first 
meeting of the associated Boards of Trade of 
all our great cities assembled in Boston. and 
organized that National Board of Trade. I was 
Chairman of the Committee of Arrangements. 
After they went bome, the Committee thougut 
they would have a little set-down by them- 
selves. So gentlemen of Boston, representing 
the various branches of trade, and who previ- 
ously bad do personal acquaintance with each 
other, said to themselves: We have had a 
season of very friendly intercourse. We un- 
derstand about leather, we know about gro- 
ceries, we know about crockery, we know about 
this and that; but we do not understand rela- 
tively this great work which the business- people 
of Boston were doing.’ So it wat suggested to 
form a permanent organization. That was 
some ten, or twelve, or thirteen years ago. 
The organization was therefore formed, 
and has been in successful overa- 
tion ever since; and we believe 
it has been an important organization in Bos- 
ton. It has formed a bond of unity and sympa- 
thy between businoese-men. We have at our 
social table discussed some of the most impor- 
tant national questions, as well as the most im- 
portant local business matters. We believe it 
is one of the most important organizations in 
Boston. 

Well, pow in regard to the second matter, 
being Mayor of Boston, Boston, we can say, 
with St. Paul, is no mean city. But already 
enough has been said about Boston. 
But shall I say anything for Chicago! Tes, 
l can say something. Ibis is the second 
time I have been Bere. The first time 
I came bere was immediately after the great 
fire; and to-day I see how you have been tried 
by fire, and how you have been purified and 
come gioriously out of it. 

It was said, von will recollect, in regard to 
the planting of New England, that the whole 
world was garnered to furnish seeds for that 
planting; and it has seemed to me, in looking 
at the voung men before me (and this is not 
like a Boston audience, for we see here very few 
grav-headed men), that, as it were. the vigorous 
and energetic young men of our vhole United 
States, especially from our New Hogland coun- 
try, are attracted as by a focus o this place.

The latter organization can scarcely expect 
the sympathy of Chicago people in this 
matter. ; 

The history of the controversy may be 
briefly stated. The Health Commissioner, 
after long and patient investigation, decided 
that the cooking of offal cannot be done in 
the city without giving serious offense, The 
Chicago. Drying Company thereupon re- 
moved its works twenty or thirty miles out 
of town, but the Illinois Drying Company 
insisted ‘upon heating and pressing the 
noxious stuff in the city before moving it 
away. The Mayor then revoked the license 
of the offending Company, and has since 
sought to restrain it from pursuing its busi- 
ness without a license. And now the Illinois 
Drying Company files « bill in order ton: 
voke the interference of the Courts to pre- 
vent the city authorities from closing up the 
Offensive business. The Company whith 
contends for the right to continue the fertil- 
izing process . within the city claims 
that it is im possession of certain 
chemicals which not merely deodo- 
rize the cooking filth, but which really 
act as a disinfectant for the Chicago River, 
into which the filthy water is emptied. Dr. 
De War, the Health Commissioner, not 
only denies this, but is now amusing him- 
self and horrifying his friends by carrying 
around with his a bottle of this fluid, which 
sufficiently confirms his position.

THE NEW MUSIC-HALL. 
The Central Music-Hall is completed with 
the exception of the alteration of the pro- 
scenium decoration, which we believe is 
contemplated, and the erection of the organ, 


auditorium, and which will be needed not 
alone for the uses of Prof. Swnro's congre- 
gation, but also for many concerts where 


thrown open to the members of the Apollo 
Club Friday evening, and to-morrow even- 
ing will be formally dedicated to the general 
musical public by the Corr Parr 
troupe. It is, therefore, a subject for very 
hearty congratulation that music at last has 
a fitting and elegant home in Chicago. This 
has not been the case since the great fire de- 
stroyed our Opera-House and the cozy little 
Music-Hall which was built in connection 
with it through Mr. Crossr’s enterprise. 
There has been no lack of hall-room in the 
city, but it was not, either in location or 
appointments, adapted to musical purposes. 
The new hall has commended itself to the 
popular favor in the most remarkable man- 
ner. Its locality could not be improved. It 
is, as its name indicates, central to every 
part of the city, and so convenient in its con- 
nection with bus and car lines that the pub- 
lic can reach it from any section without dif- 
ficulty. Its internal arrangements for the 
comfort of audiences, such as cloak-rooms, 
retiring-rooms, carriage-ways, seating, heat- 
ing, and ventilation, cannot be » 
while those who furnish entertainment are 
provided for in a manner which no other hall 
in this country can boast. The dressing- 
rooms for individual artists and the large 
rooms for orchestra and chorus are admirably 
arranged. ‘The internal arrangement of the 
hall is such that every seat commands an 
unrestricted view of the stage, and the seats 
themselves are easy, comfortable, and ca- 
pacious. There is in reality not a bad seat 
in the house, which can be said of very few 
other music-halls. The decoration of the audi- 
torium is harmonious, with the exception of 
the proscenium, which, we understand, will 
be changed. The colors are soft and pleasing 
to the eye, and the boxes on the main floor 
and in the galleries are unigue and very 
bandsome features of the general plan. The 
stage is at first sight disappointing in size, 
but is amply large for ordinary concert 
troupes, while for chorus and orchestra 
it can be easily extended. Taking every- 
thing together, there is not a finer hall in 
the country. We doubt whether there is a 
more elegant one of its size in the world. 
It is also pleasant to know that the most im- 
portant feature of such a hall, its acoustic 
property, is all that could be desired. Every 
part of it is as perfect as it could have been 
made in this respect. 

The completion of such a hall cannot but 
give a new impulse to our musical progress. 
That progress depends upon the patronage of 
our wealthy and refined classes, and to secure 
that patronage there must be an attractive 
locality. Boston and Cincinnati owe more 
of their remarkable progress to their fine 
halls than to any other cause. Our own 
highest point of ‘musical culture, progress, 
and patronage was reached when we had our 
Opera-House and Music-Hall, before the 
fire. Music, to advance, must be at home, 
and attractively at home. It must have a 
locality distinctively belonging to it and 
adapted to its purposes. Such a hall will 
attract great artists, will give them all the 
conveniences they desire, and will attract 
the class of people upon whose patronage 
art must depend for support. We believe 
that the new Central Music-Hall will be the 
starting-point in a new era of music in Chi- 
cago, just as the Crosby Opera-House was, 
and that we may now witness a decided 
growth, and that enlarged and more appre- 
ciative patronage which have been wanting 
since music was burned out of its home. 

Tor such a remlt the musical community 
owes to the stockholders who have furnished 
the capital a delt ol gratitude, as well as to 
Mr. Carpenter, Who has worked 80 in- 
defatigably and intelligently to secure its 
construction, and to M. Abrxn, the archi- 
tect, who has taken somthing more than 
mere professional pride in its erection. 
Their joint efforts have givy the city a hall 
of which it may well be prow, We need no 
longer fear comparison with ny city in the 
country in this respect.

Upon this ar- 
ray of facts, the argument is made that the 
public library, by placing in the hands of its 
readers so much fiction, is really doing more 
evil than good; that it creates a vicious taste; 
that it enlists the mind in \false, unnatural, 
and distorted views of human life, conveys 
no information that is useful or instructive, 
and, instead of improving, impairs and cor- 
rupts the imagination and the future hopes 
of the reader. This estimate of the effects 
of public libraries is strongly urged as es- 
pecially baneful upon the youthful classes, 
—the very classes that are expected to be 
most benefited by free access to books, 

This argument is open to the objection 
that it is made by those who do not use the 
public library as a necessity. It reste large- 
ly upon ignoring the fact that society in this 
country has its divisions,—each with its 
peculiar wants, its necessities, and its means, 
—as sharply defined as they are in any other 
country. There are persons who, having an 
abundance of means, affect a contempt for 
the public schools, and send their children to 
private schools; so there are thousands of 
persons to whom the cost is off no conse- 
quence who regard the public library as 
vulgar, and patronize some circulating library. 
The patrons of both libraries are not, gener- 
ally, book-buyers; the patrons of the circu- 
lating libraries are mainly women, and 
these in well-to-do circumstances, who satisfy 
their literary taste by wholesale reading of 
fiction. 

The multitude, however, have the public 
library as their only source for a supply of 
reading. Their occupations are wholly dif- 
ferent from those of the patrons of the cir- 
culating library. They work with their 
hands and with their minds all day; they 
toil from morning to evening; they have 
cares and anxieties known only to their own 
class. To them reading is of necessity a 
recreation, a relief, a taste of pleasure to miti- 
gate the rigor of their daily routine. Aftera 
day of labor a pleasant book is a relaxation ; 
and that such relsxation is natural 
and beneficial let the experience of all men 
testify. Shall these men and women, boys 
and girls, have the amusement, entertain- 
ment, and relaxation of mind afforded by 
reading? The public library is established 
asan answer to that question. It is estab- 
lished as a substitute for the saloon, for the 
billiard-room, for the street-corner gather- 
ing, and for the dangerous associations with 
those who have no home entertainment and 
who go out to find it. The family of boys and 
girls who at night can find in books sufficient 
entertainment to keep them at home have 
conquered one of the most corrupting 
temptations of city life. The first struggle 
the library has in its work of education is to 
get boys and girls to read at all,—to read 
anything. There are 20,000 boys and girls 
between the ages of 12 and 17 years in this 
city employed at daily labor. They can 
only read at night. If they do not read, 
they must find some entertainment other- 
wise. If they do not read at home, they will 
seek associations in the street, or in @heap 
places of amusement, or be brought face to 
face, and familiarly, with vice.

There are certain rights which, by courtesy 
and long usage, are reciprocally conceded by 
the sexes. They are established upon the 
theory of compensation. The ladies tolerate 
certain small vices among the gentlemen be- 
cause the gentlemen indulge certain small 
weaknesses. among the ladies, and vice versa, 
To invade any of these rights from the one 
side or the other might lead to a disruption 
of society, which, after all, is merely a bundle 
of concessions.

No man 
in this country das taken so deep 
root among the affections of the whole people 
as Gen. Grant. In spite of denials by Southern

BANK RESERVES. 
OBJECTIONS TO THE NEW MBASURE. 
av-cial te The Tribune 

Wasuineton, D C., Dec. 6.—The Treasury 
people sar that a more careful examination of 
the Bank Reserve bill, as it has been published by 
the Baoking and Currency Committee of the 
House, shows that it contains features which 
were overlooked in the first reading of it. In 
the first place, the bill requires the banks to 
hold a reserve on circulation as well as on 
deposits, a requirement that bas not existed in 
the law since Jane 20 1870. The effect 
of this provision would be to increase 
the amgregate reserve. required to be 
held in the banks by about $53,000,000, 
and, as far as that is composed of legal-tender 
notes or of coin withdrawn from the Govern- 
ment by the deposit of legai-tender notes, it 
would be

Secondly, the bill, if it should become a law, 
would require all country banks to keep one- 
balf of ali their reserves in cash (coin in their 
vaults), while now they are required to keep 
only two-fifths of those reserves, and the one- 
half would be on circulation and deposits, while 
now it is only on deposits alone.

RANDALL. 
HIs IDEA OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 6.—The present po- 
litical situation in Philadelobia, and the rela- 
tions of the local contest between the suapport- 
ers of Speaker Randall and his opponent, Sen- 
ator Wallace, are of National importance, as 
the effect may be considerable on the vote of 
Pennsylvania in the National Democratic Con- 
vention. Speaker Randall is generally very re- 
luctant to be interviewed, but to-night he gave 
expression to the following opinions: 

„% What is the practical preference of the del- 
egates to the State Convention?“ 

Mr. R.—** They are much divided, and the 
claim made of their unanimity in favor of any 
candidate is sheer prete.se. There are twenty 
of them who do not sympathize with, and were 
not elected by the people who sympathize with, 
the present management of the party in Phila- 
delphia. 

C.— The present management means the 
Sberiff’s office, does it not? And the present 
management of the Sheriff's office means Mr. 
wallace?” 

Mr. R.—“Yes, they are in harmony with 
him.” 

C.—Will you kindly explain precisely the 
meaning of last Wednesday's election in its 
bearing on the Democratic National Conven- 
tion!“ 

Mr. R.“ The election last Wednesday was for 
delegates to the State Convention; and these 
delegates will determine, so far as Philadelphia 
goes, the complexion of the delegations to the 
National Convention.” 

C.—“ What do you say, Mr. Randall, of the 
assertion made by Mr. R. M. Speer, or what 
purports to be an assertion by him, published in 
to-day’s Sun? 

Mr. R.—‘“* The claim made in the New York, 
Sun by Mr. Speer, late Chairman of the

CASUALTIES. 


A BROKEN RAIL. 
Special Dispatch te The Tridwnea. 

GLAscow, Mo., Dec. 6.—The express and pas- 
senger train of the Chicago & Alton Railroad, 
due bere at 5:10 o’clock, was wrecked near this 
point this morning. The cause of the accident 
was the breaking of a rail ata point where a 
switch for a side track was located. 
The breaking of the rail threw the engine off, 
which ran along the ties tor forty yards, when it 
ran off down the embankment four feet high, 
turping completely overs The engineer and 
fireman were caucht in the wreck. The baggage- 
car also jumped down the bank, but did not 
turn over, and ran some twenty feet ahead of 
the engine. The express~var, just behind. 
turned sidewise over the engine, almost cover- 
ing it. Three other cars were also thrown off, 
but none turned over except the express-car. 
The engine and express car were totally demol- 
ished, and the baggave car almost wholly 
“wrecked. Three cars remained on the track. 
The other three which ran off were not injured. 
The train was running at the rate of forty miles 
an hour, and the passengers were shaken up 
considerably, though no one was injured. The 
work of extricating the engineer, fireman, and 
express messenger was begun at once, 
and in a short while all were taken 
out. Peck, the engineer, was badly 
bruised and scalded about tbe head, but will re- 
cover. Harry Lammartaka, the fireman, was 
badly scalded aud hruised, and will probably 
die. The mnjuries of Harry Brown, express mes- 
senger, are very serious. His car was forced 
directly across and on top of the engine. The 
escaping steam scalded him severel¥. Doubts 
are entertained of bis recovery. Paine, the 
conductor, W. H. Kelly, the Pullman con- 
ductor, and all the other train-men and pas- 
scngere escaped unhurt. Travel will 
not be interfered with, as a side-track 
can be used, and allis now clear. The switch 
was set right at the time of the accident. The 
three injured men were removed to Mexico to- 
day. Lammartakais from Jefferson County, 
Ohio. Express Messenger Browa had the pres- 
encé of mind to tell those who were taking him 
to the depot of a package containing $5,000 for 
the Glasgow savings banks that be had laid 
aside for this station. The package was found 
to de all right.

FIRES. 


BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 6.—About 10:80 to-night a 
fire broke out in the southern pavilion or un- 
nex of Bellevue Hospital. The alarm was not 
given until after 11, and even when the firemen 
arrived the bauper help and watchmen did not 
seem aware that the building was on fire, and 
had made no attempt to rescue the help- 
less inmates of the pavilion. The pavil- 
ion was a one-story wooden structure oc- 
cupied by children, known as “med- 
ical cases,” and by women patients. 
The origin of the fre is unknown. The officer 
who discovered it first saw that a great portion 
of the roof was ablaze. He turned in an alarm, 
and then ran for the station-house, a mile away, 
instead of hastening to the hospital to aid in the 
work to be done there. When he got back with the 
reserves the building was destroyed, and all the 
living inmates had been removed. The fremen 
rushed into the building, which was full of 
smoke and flames, and did all they could to res- 
cuc the women and childfen. Short work was 
made of the flames, and the investigation of the 
ruius was begun, the rumors being that many 
lives hed been lost. At the risk of their lives 
the firemen entered the pavilion, and found that 
three children bad perished, —a baby of 4 months, 
a boy of 4 years, and another boy aged 8. The 
children were undoubtedly suffocated. 

The officers and help appeared utterly igno- 
rant about the origin or progress of the fire. 

The time between the begiurim of the fire 
and the alarm was amply sufficient to remove 
the children had anybody been on hand to de 
it. ‘There was a singular absence of help and 
watchmen. The patients in the main hospital 
were greatly excited, but were soon rescued, 
and no removals were allowed. Several women 
were injured in climbing oat of the windows, 
but none seriously.

JUDGE DRUMMOND. 


The Scheme of His Auxious Friends to Se- 
cure His Retirement. 
Spectal Dispatch to 1ue Tridune 

Mitwavukus, Dec. 6.—Tus Tammo corre- 
spondent learns that the intrigues to hasten the 
resignation of Judge Drummond as United 
States Circuit Judge of the Seventh Circnit, in- 
cluding Wisconsin, Illinois, and Indiana, which 
were supposed to have been squelched several 
months ago, were only in reality suspended, the 
schemers having simply let go to get a better 
hold. The movement is said to have for its ob- 
ject the appointment of Judge T. D. Murpby, of 
Woodstock, III., as Judge Drummond’s suc- 
cessor. The plan to procure Judge Vrummond’s 
resignation, as explained to the correspondent, 
was a unique one. The story was industrious- 
ly circulated in every quarter that he was 
failme from age, that he was in an 
unsettled and decrepit state of health, and that 
advancing years and the inroads of disease 
made it necessary for bim to retire from the 
bench; that bis trip to Europe was made for 
the purpose of recuperating his bealth, but had 
been fruitiess in that direction, etc., ctc. 

The fact is that Judge Drummond is in as 
good health as he was at 50 years of age, and 
is good for at least ten years yet of industrious 
service on the Bench. The stories, however, 
have been cunningly and persistently told. as if 
Judge Drummond might himself be convinced 
that he is an invalid in spite of his senses, or 


for che purpose of crowding bim into a resigna-° 


tion under the supposition that the 
people regarded him as permanently disabled 
for the office, and expected and demanded it, 
It is said that the renewed pressure will be vig- 
orously worked, and that in the meantime 
Judge Murphy is using every energy and con- 
siderable skill in politics to secure the appoint- 
ment us Judge Drummond’s successor. Judge 
Muroby has served one or two terms as Judge 
ot the Illinois State Circuit Court, and was 
beaten for re-election at the Judicial election 
last spring. He is a brother of N. 8. Murphy, 
of the Sentinel. He is affable in his manner, 4 
tolerable lawver, and has filled the position 
beld by him on the Bench without complaint. 
This scheme to oust Judge Drummond is a 
leading topic among members of the Milwaukee 
Bar, and has created a decided sensation. It is 
said bere that Judge Murphy will have the sup- 
port of the Seatinel and of Sena: or Carpenter, 
N. S. Murphy's former law partner. 


BOSTON’S NEW MONUMENT. 


Unveiling of a Duplicate of Ball’s “ Eman- 
cipation Group” in Bpston-—Striking aud 
Significant Speech of a Prominent Demo- 
cratic Politician. 

Mpeciai Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 6.—An exact duplicate 
in bronze of Ball’s ‘“* Emancipation Group’ in 
Lincoln Park, Washington, was dedicated to- 
day by a public meeting in Faneuil Hall. It is 
the gift of Moses Kimball, one of Boston’s rich- 
esf and most public spirited men, who has 
labored for years to improve the beauty of the 
city, and bas given liberally towards statues 
and monuments of all kinds. It is placed in 
Park Square, in front of the Providence Railroad 
station, and is a great relief to that open space. 
At noon the Ma or and City Government ar- 
rived at the group in carriages, when the statue 
was uncovered. They then drove to Faneuil 
Hall to meet the Governor and State officials. 
One thousand persons were present. John G. 
Whittier sent a poem, which was read by a col- 
ored young man, and Mayor Prince, who is also 
Secretary of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee, made an address, which is iuteresting not 
only as a literary production but as showing 
how the passage of time removes the mists 
which misied a contemporary judgment. It is 
something striking to hear a Democrat so prom- 
mene and long identified with his party as Mayor 


Prince speak so impartially of Lincoln and ac- 
cept the results of the War in a spirit of 
philanthropby and statesmauship. The Mayor 
by no meaus abandons his party principles, bat 
frankly recommends the educetion of the col- 
ored men of the South; emphatically reaffirms 
their right to enjoy all the Constitution in its 
amended form guarantees them since their 
manumission.

The Advance in Prices by the Pennsylvania 
Companies. 
Special Disoatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 6.—There can be 
very little doubt that the leading coal com- 
panies, led by the Reading, are trying to put 
coal up very much faster than the demand or 
the condition of the market will warrant. It is 
true that the price has not reached the ficures 
of last year; but two months ago stove-coal 
was selling at $2.50 per ton free on board at 
Port Richmond for shipment, and to-day the 
price is $3.75,—an advance of 50 ver cent, with 
a threat that it will go still higher. Not only 
haa there been a general advance byall the com- 
bauies both in prices and in tolls, taking effect 
this week, but wages have been put up from 10 
to 12 per cent all through the anthracite region, 
showing that the companies are determined to 
keep up the price if they can. They have also 
given out that prices are to go still higher; 
and the . Reading Company, in an- 
nouncing its last advance for this 
month, promised that, at the end of the 
month, all unfilled orders would be canceled, 
and that there would be a further advance of 
25. cents to the line and city trade. This is 
especially severe, because the line and city trade 
has bad very little advantage from the low 
prices. The retail dealers in this city were Pay- 
ing $3.50 to 84 a ton, and getting $4.50 from 
consumers, during the summer; while Eastern 
purchasers got the coal put ov board the vessel 
as low as $2.25, and the retail consumer ip Bos- 
ton or Chicdgo. bad bis antbracite put in the cel- 
lar for only a dollar more than was paid in this 
city, although the shipper bad to pay from 81.

IRISH SUPERSTITIONS. 


AMUSING TRADITIONS RELATING TO CHRIST’S 
LIFE ON EARTH. 

‘The greater number of superstitions regard- 
ing animals, so common in all parts of Ireland, 
like those of France, Germany, Denmark, and 
Sweden, relate to the part played by the brute 
creation during Christ's life on earth. 
generally supposed that these stories had their 
origin in Pagen times, and that the early Chrie- 
tian teachers, despairing of: being abie to eradi- 
cate the superstitious observances of the people, 
thought fit to divert them to their own use, and 
E the ancient myths aud legends. The 

eader of “Farrar’s Lie ot Christ“ will re- 
member the extracts given from the Apo- 
cryphai Gospeis, which relate how the ox and 
the ass in the stable koelt in adoration at the 
Savier’s birth. To this old tradition, and to the 
fact that the ase’s colt was ridden by Christ, 
and has the mark of across upon its back, may 
be traced the esteem in which the ass is held 
througbout Ireland. The people consider it 
lucky to have one of these avimals to 
graze in the field with their cattle, thinking 
its presence a protection from . witch or 
fairy. The Roman Catholic peasantry of the 
County Donegal gravely assure you chat every 
ass falls upen its knees at midnight on Christ- 
mas Eve, and brays three times; and many of 
them are ready to swear that this is certainly 
the case, they having remained awake until the 
holy hour on purpose to see and hear it for 
themselves. in Derry, Antrim, and Tyrone the 
people say that all the animals in the stable do 
the same. The reader will be reminded of the 
Breton legend that the ox and ass receive the 
gift of speech for the space af an hour upon 
Christmas Eve. 

The cock is also beld in very high esteem, and 
is believed to be well aware of the reason for re- 
joicing at Christmas-tide, since for nine nights 
at that season be crows all night long. Nor is 
this belief altogether confined to Roman Cath- 
olics. A Presbyterian family in Carrigans, a 
vidlagein the County Donegal, had some years 
ago a hen so piously disposed that she imitated 
her crested spouse, and crowed loudly on Christ- 
mas Eve. ow, as the crowing of a ben is at 
all other times considered a most unlucky omen, 
the mistress of the bouse exclaimed in. con- 
sternation from her bed. Whisht, vou viilaio 
of a bird! Just wait til to-morrow, an’ 111 
wring your unlucky neck.“ 

Deed you will not!” cried the master. 
„ You'll no stir thon ben, for she has more wit 
nor many a Cristian.“ 

So the crowing hen lived on; but had ene hap- 
pened to crow at any other time tban Christmas 
Eve. she would bave been thought the herald of 
death or misfortune to the family. and would 
have met with a speedy end. Everybody in 
Ulster knows the oid saying: 

A whistling maid and a crowing hen 
Was never good in one town end. 

The insect knows io some parts of England as 
the devil's coach-horse, in others as the 
„ coffin-cutter,”’ and in Ireland and the high- 
lands of Scotland as the diaoul, or devil, is every- 
where in evil repute. If one of the old legends 
regarding this insect is to be believed, it earned 
the eumity of mankind very early iu the world’s 
history. It is said to bave eaten the core of the 
apple thrown away dy Eve, and to this day a 
strong smell of apples is perceived when it is 
crushed. But this aocient sinner is bated by 
the Irishman for quite another cause. Judas, 
on his way to betray Christ to his enemies, met 
a number of diaouis, who turned up their tails 
to indicate the direction in which he bad gone. 
Tne Romap Catholic in Cavan, Louth, and 
Meath says that any oue killing a diaou! before it 
has time to turn up ite tail is forgiven seven 
sius; and it so fortunate as to kill it on a Friday 
the sins of the whole week are remitted. 

The common black beetle bas gained a still 
worse reputetion, The reason given in all parts 
of Ireland for the evil odor in which this insect 
is held is the followmg: Some days before our 
Savior’s Passion, when the rulers of the Jews 
sent men to aoprehend Him, they met a young 
man at work in the fields, of whom they in- 
quired whether Jesus of Nazareth had passed 
that way. 

„Mes,“ replied the young man, 

‘Bot when?’ No anewer. 

A black beetle, however, raised ite tiny head 
and said: Yesterday, yesterday“; since when 
it bas always been consided a praiseworthy 
action to kill a beetle wherever encoantered. 
‘The Roman Catholics believe that they are for- 
given seven sius if they kill it on any day in the 
week except Friday; but if on Friday, they are 
absolved from the sinus of the whole week. The 
Irish-epeaking peasant, while crushing it, ex- 
claims: Nie, nie; a-gaddah!’”’ i. e., Yesterday, 
yesterday, you thief!’’ Should an educated Prot- 
estant ask why this insect is persecuted with so 
much rancor he is not always told the story 
given above, but sometimes receives thic answer: 
‘* The black clock is listening; it will tell some- 
thing.“ A favorit cure for whooping-cough in 
Derry and Donegal is to cateh a beetle which 
flies against you unawares (you must not be on 
the lookout for it) and to cork it up tightly in 
a bottle. As it slowly dies the patient is sup- 
posed to get better. Perhaps this last super- 
stition may somebow be connected with the 
virtuous action involved in the destruction of 
a beetle. 

Before leaving the subject of Irish supersti- 
tions relating to Christ's lite on earth we may 
mention that in Ireland, as in other countries, 
tne robin is believed to have plucked a thorn 
out of the crown of thorns, and to have got its 
breast stained with blood in so.doing. 

Tinkers are looked down upon ju Donegal for 
the following reason; When the blacksmith was 
ordered to make nails for the Cross he refused 
but the tinker conse to make them, an 
Corist condemned bim and all bin race to be 
wanderers, and never to have a roof of their 
own to cover them till the world’s end. 

Can that be true!” we asked the woman who 
told us the foregoing story. Is it not the case 
that tinkers must wander from place to place in 
order to ply their trade 

„Na, ua, miss; it’s. the blessed Lord's judg- 
ment on them that keeps them from having a 
house o' their ain.“ 

Ine same person Jeclares that she has seen 
the sun dance for joy on Easter morning. 
„She“ (tha Irish peasaut always makes the sun 

om inine) was just risen above the mountains, 
when sbe gave three wee skips for joy that

The most singular case is connected with Par- 
sons’ sermon from * There shali be po nicht 
there,“ preached forty years ago, and printed in 
the Pulpit, vol. 80, 1887. It any one will exam- 
ine the volume of the Fun for 18690—No. 
4,373—he will find the very same sermon, word 
for word, from the very same text, and con- 
tributed by a well-known English preacher as 
his own. He had pucloined it vears before, had 
an abnormal „ lor forgetting, forgot he 
had stolen it, and, alas, forgot he had stolea it 
from the Pulpit, and there he is impaled. He 
has wisely kept silent, offering no explanations, 
saying nothing, for he had nothing to say. 

rhe New York Kal makes a similar charge 

against a clergyman occupying a pulpit that had 
recently been vacated by the death of one of 
the most distinguished ministers in the United 
States. The deiepse of the clergyman under 
consideration, who was proved te have used, 
without credit, entire sermons of distin- 
guished divines long since dead was that 
during dis collegiage days de had 
studied these sermons, and that, uncon- 
sciously to him, they had clung to his memory, 
and he had written them off, believing them to 
be hw own. Of course this defense was too 
„thin “ to be accepted by any but a set ot addle- 
headed parishioners, who were ready to cling, at 
all costs, to their beloved leader. 


BIBLE-READING. 


A JEWISH PLEA FOR A REVISED AND EXPURG- 
ATED EDITION. 


The Rev. Dr. B. Felsentbal, of this city, writes 
in the last number of the Jewish Advance as, fol- 
Ows; | 


The Jewish Messenger pleads warmly for more 
Bible reading amodg our ee@rgligionists. We may 
admit as Correct every sentence of our es- 
teemed contemporary regarding the divine less- 
ous that can be derived from our sacred Biblical 
literature, regarding the sublimity of the 
Psalms, of the prophetical orations, of the 
Mosaic legislation, and so forth, and still more 
might be added. Yet it appears to us that the 
whole plea is an outgrowth of the prevailing 
pietistical spirit so peculiar in some Christian 
denomimations in America. The B bie in its en- 
tirety is no reading-book for the masses of the peo- 
pe Large portions of it are totally anintelli- 
gible, or at least very likely to be misunder- 
stood, without extensive geographical, his- 
torical, archwological, and other commetta- 
tions. Of some other parts it Is difficult tosee 
what religious lessons the plain reader can de- 
rive therefrom. ‘The long genealogies in Ezra, 
Nehemiah, the Chronicies, etc., or the stories of 
the dynastic palace revolutions in Jerusalem 
aud in Samaria may be, and are certamly. of 
great import to the scholar who makes a special 
study of the political history of ancient Israel. 
But in what meaner the common man of the 
people can be especially improved thereby, is 
not easy to be pereeived. 

And is our contemporary not aware that such 
Bible reading, as demanded and practiced in 
pious Protestant denominations, was at no time 
required of the confessors of the Jewish faith? 
On the contrary, it was denounced. The sages 
of the Misonah already ordained that some 
parts should not be read at ail publicly, as, for 
instance, Ezek., xvi.; that other parts, although 
read in the original Hebrew, should not be 
translated, as Gen., xxxv., 22; that other parts, 
as Ezek., I., sbould only be read solitary and 
aloue, and so forth, and so forth. You see, the 
Misunah does not favor simple reading of the 
Bible a la Puritan, it does not lusist upon a 
heathenish worshiping of this Book, as in the 
manner of a Luther, a Calvin, or a John Knox. 
What it favors is: Zalmud-Torah,—a thor- 
ough studying and mastering of tne Torah, 
—and that is something different from the mere 
pious reading by the Am ha-aretz, 

After ali this, we cannot but say that it was 
nothing more than an ill-considerea imitation of 
our friends of tue Presbytcrian, the Methodist, 
the Baptist, and otber Protestant Churches, 
when, some years ago, the Council of the 
Union of Ameriean Hebrew Congregations 
passed a resolution te provide for a cheap 
edition of an English Bible for the use of 
Americen Israciites. What we need is 
a People's Bidle,“ edited in a reverential, 
pious spirit, retaining whatsoever may foster a 
religious life, and omittmg what may be of a 
questionable religious value. We would, in 
conclusion, suggest to our American Jewish 
publishing house, Messrs. Bloch & Co., in Cin- 
cinnati, to issue such a “People’s Bible” as 
above indicated, and we would recommend that 
J. Auerbach's Kleine Schul und Hausbibel “ be 
taken as a model. 

In this connection we must also remind our 
readers that in very olden times, during 
the period of the Sopherim, numerous pas- 
sages in the original text of the Hebrew Bible 
were altered in order to do away with every 
trace of heatheniah views, or of expressions re- 
flecting unfavorably on Israel, or of phrases 
considered to be too grossly antbropomorpbistic, 
etc. If the Biblical books should go into the 
bands of the people they must be given to the 
people iu a well-cousidered purged form—so the 
leaders of the people in those days evidently 
vhought—or else they might become instead of 
a blessing astumbling block, but—*“before the 
blind thou shait not put a stumbling-vlock.” 
By the same considerations the oldest transla- 
tors of the Bible, those men to whom we owe 
the Septuagint and the Targum, were guided 
when they, as far as possidle, modified a 
mollmed many of the anthropomorphisms con- 
tained in the Hebrew Bible. For such, as these 
men justly believed, would only lead the people 
astray, into errors and false conceptions. 

This view of Bible-reading was ,revailing 
amout᷑ our people in all periods of their history 
and is still the prevailing one. The masses o 
the Jews even in Poland and other Esstern 
countries are not Bible-readers in the way some 
of our modern puritanized Jewish leaders want us 
to become in these present days. Neither were 
our pious German grandparents such fetish- 
worshipers of a book as to believe in the sav- 
ing power of a thoughtless “simple reading ” 
of we same. a they never 
opened, the book of was never looked

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EPISCOPALIANISM. 


INTO FOUR PROVE 


For some time past leading members of the. 


Episcopal. Church, episcopal, clerical, and 
lay, have been giving considerable attention to 
the proposition to divide the entire territory of 
the United States into provinces, by which it is 
claimed there will be more efficiency in the 
work. The Committee to whom the question 
was referred made a long and exhaustive report 
nearly two mouths ago, which bas just seen the 
light. Tue following excerpts# give the conciu- 
sions of the Committee: 


Your Committee regard the establishment of 
new provinces as inevitable, and in many re- 
spects desiruble; provided, that the system can 
be so limited and controlled as to prevent 
abuses. ‘hey express no opinion as to the time 
when this new system sbould intervene upon 
the old. They only recommend that steps 
should be taken to bring the subject before 
our eburches; and that the requisite leisla- 
tion should be fnitiated. Six. nine, probably 
twelve, years will pass before legisiation 
can be effected, even if our diocesan churches 
come to be of one mind as wits wisdom. De- 
tails of such a system will be less easily settled 
than general principles. Upon these details, 
therefore, your Committee do pot think it wise 
at this étage to exoress an opinion. but your 
Committee is prepared to recommend that four 
provinces be established. ‘The first to include, 
whe ys terms, the Atlantic dioceses; the 

the dioceses lying between the Great 
Lakes and the Gulf, west ot the Hoe of the 
Allegbapies and cast of the Mississippi Kiver; 
the third, the dioceses contained in tie basiu of 
the great Missouri Valley, and between the 
Mississippi and the Rocky Mountains, including 
Texas; the fourth, the dioceses west of the line 
of the Rocky Mountains, and bordering on the 
Pacific, It w probable that, in the course of a 
few years, the third would need to be subdivid- 
ed. The reasons that guide usin suggesting 
this division are, similarity iu church needs, 
likeness as to missionary. methods; the 
propriety of dividing the burdens between the 
strong and the weak, and facilities of communi- 
cation, all of which peculiarly bind together the 
portions indicated. 

We therefore recommend the formation of an 
Atlantte, a Central, a Western, and a Pacitic 
Province. 

The autonomy of existing dioceses is to be 
ebiefly guarded in this legislation. And yet its 
protection presents serious difficulties. . Never- 
theless, avy diocese may object to a new princi- 
ple of association; nor can pew associations be 
applied to any existing diocese without its con- 
sent. 

We recommend that the General Convention 
shall continue to be the Representative Council 
of all the Dioceses; that it shall guard the integ- 
rity of the Symbols of the Faith. and of our 
Book of Common Prayer; that it shall control 
our Ritual; but that its legislative powers shall 
be restricted and some of them distributed to 
the provinces, and mat ite sessious shall be held 
once in nine years. . 

‘These recommendations are embodied in the 
following resolution, which isdeemed to include 
all the topics presently necessary for the settle- 
ment of the question of our future policy: 

desoived, That the following recommendations 
be made to the next General Convention: 

1. To establish four provinces witnin the terri- 
tory of the United States; a Province of the Atlan- 
tic, of the Centre, of the West, and of the Pacific; 
generally bounded by the lines of the Alleghanies, 
the Mississippi Raver, and the Recky Mountains. 

2. That in all legislation respecting a provincial 
system, the independence of existing dioceses be 
guarded and preserved. 

3. That the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America 
shall continue to be the legislative body uniting 
tne churches, retaining the power to maintain the 
jutegrity of the Prayer-Book and other symbols, 
governing provinces, and representing all the 
dioceser, but restricted to general legisiation. 

4. That the General Convention shall meet once 
in mine years.

The 
teachers of the Roman faith in all the world are 
to fly on the same day to the chair of St. 
Peter to veacrate the Roman Pontiff, to succor 
his poverty with the Peter's pence, and, like new 
magi, to confess openly in all the world that the 
vicar of Christ is the King of Kings,” 

The same writer adde thats Peter's pence,” 
which in the first months of the Poutifleate of 
Leo XIIL diminished so much that there was 
tear of its ceasing r, has increased. 
The sudden ing-up after the death of Pius 
IX. of this golden stream which emptied its 
waters ip the Vatican, excited the dismay of the 
Princes of the Church and the Pope. Leo XIII. 
began immediately to make economies, to cut 
down salaries, dismiss useless officials, and re- 
duce hisown private exvenses to the lowest 
possible figure. While Pius IX. spent $4,000 
every month, Leo XIII. spends ouly $300, incind- 
ing the table. Ap order was rent to the Roman 
Catholic Bishops in all the world to apveal to 
the people for aid, and tne resuit has been very 
satisfactory to the Pope. It is now hoped that 
the aunual revenue Will at least equal half that 
received by Pius IX. “An idea of the immense 
sums that were sent to the Vatican during the 
reign of Pius IX. may be obtained from the fact 
that $80,000 were received u the month of Jan- 
uary, 1878. This may have been more than 
usual, but even pow XIII. confesses to 
having received $140,000 ‘more in the first s‘*x 
months of 1879 than io the same beriod of 1878. 
It is his intention now to devote this money to 
works of benevolence and to the support of 
schools. He gave 100,000 franes a few months 
ago to the clerical schools Of Rome, at the same 
time making a flerce attack on the Protestant 
ones. °

Two of the Largest Fire-Traps in Oock 


The members of the. new County Board, with 
the exception ef Messrs. Burling, Coburn. and 
Wheeler, yesterday made a visit of inspection 


son. County-Treasurer Johnson, County-Clerk 
Klokke, County-Attorney Willett, Ed Filkins, 
O. W. Nash, J. J. Healy, ex-Ald. Sommers, 
Matt Benner, Warden Mills of the County 
Hospital, Dr. FP. M. Woodworth, Dr. Charies E. 
Davis, and some medical gentlemea from Mil- 
waukee aiso drove out, and there was quite a 
large gathering. Several hours were speot in 
looking over the institutions, all present going 
in fora thorough investigation of their work- 
ings. 


The Committee, on Public Charities had to 
perform the duty of receiving the supplies. and 
these were critically inspected. The coffee, 
rice, beans, sugar, dry-goods, boots and shoes, 
and clothing were all found to be of good 
quality and fully up to sample. It may interest 
the taxpayer to know that the county pays 17 
cents a pound for uoroasied coffee, 944 to 10K 
cents a pound for sugar, 65 ceats for children’s 
and 9% cents to $1.05 for men’s shoes, and $5 
per suit forthe made-up clothing supplied to 
the male inmates. The Committee held a short 
meeting in the afternoon and decided to ap- 
point Gerald Sydney, an inmate of the Poor- 
House, wuo has considerable clericalability, as 
an assistant clerk in the store-room at a salary 
of $10 per month. 

The inspection of the Poor-House buildings 
served to fuliy convince the Board that they 
were a disgrace to Cook County, and that some 
immediate steps should be taken to effect an 
improvement. The large brick hospital and the 
balf-dozen miserable frame barracks in 
cluded in this department arp not only inade- 
quate for the needs of the institution, but are 
scarcely fit for occupancy.by human beings. Is 
the brick butiding the véntilation is imperfect, 
but this is more than made up for in the other 
barracks, where the, wind whistles  sbriliy 
through the crevices, and immense 
tires have to be maintained in 
creat stoves im order to give even 
a semblance of comfort to the large rooms. it 
was evident that soap and water tad not 
been speared and that the whitewasn brush hed 
been freely used, and the buildings were as 
ciean as could be expected ander the circum- 
stances. ‘he Poor-House has now 651 inmates, 
made up. as follows: Men, 878; boys, 38; 
women, 170; children, 65. 

THE ADULT PAUPERS, 

many ot whom have been from two to seven years 
in the institution, expressed tbemsetves, when 
questioned, as being satisfied with the food and 
treatment, but complained a good deal of the 
exposure and cold. ‘he arrangements for 
bathing are e@rossiy imoperfect,—in fact, 
they can scarcely be said to exist at all. 
The closets are outaide the buildings, and are 
tew in number and Inconvenient of access. The 
buildings serve as home and bospita! alike, and, 
with the limited space at command, it is im- 
possible to make anything like a proper separa- 
tion of Ube surgical and medical cases from the 
others. In the event of an epidemic, the conse- 
quences would be frightful to contemplate, and, 
as it is, the Wonder is that fevers and infectious 
diseases do not run riot. 

Bat the greatest and most imminent danger 
is from fire, and, if a blaze eve two mm- 
utes’ start in amy one of these buildings,—not 
excepting the brick,—a terrible loss of life 
would follow. Long before the bed-ridden men 
and women, the paralytics, and the aged could 
be gotten out, the place would be wrapped in 
flames. Practically, there is no provision for 
extinguishing a fire in this, department. The 
poor children are the most neglected, when, in 
justice, they should receive the greatest atten- 
tion. A little frame building, which will ac- 
commodate about half of those of school age, 
is used ds a school, but is quite unfit for the 
purpuse. The food furnished is sufficient in 
quantity and good enourh in its way. a 

In the Ius toe Asylum things are very differ- 
ent, but even here improvements could well be 
made. The Asylum is overcrowded, its capacit 
being 350 inmates, while 1t now has 488, and it is 
not fire-proof ot anything like it. It is a large brick 
structure, four stories high, and contains six- 
teen warda, with two attendants to cach. The 
men occupy the’ lower and the women the two 
upbver floors, and all appear to be treated with 
as much consideration as could be expected. lu 


one ward were seen a few male patients wear- 


ing ‘‘strait-waistcoats,”’ or rather vests with 
long sleeves sown up at the ends, which were 
fastened together. ‘These were the violent 
cases, and itis said this amoant of restraint 
suffices. : 

A DANGEROUS STRUCTURE, 

Mr. Benuer made a rapid inspection of the 
buildiug trem the fireman’s st.ndpoint, and pro- 
nounced it in a dangerous condition. Under 
the roof he found a great stretch of unpretected 
lumber. Many of the walls, which should prop- 
erly be of brick, are nothu but lath and plas- 
ter, and especially in the central portion, whica 
is older than the rest, there is great risk from 
fire. Mr. Benner suggested that the brick walis 
should de carried up to tne roof, thus dividing 
the building into sections and lessening the 
chances of a fire spreading through the whole 
buiiding. There is an arrangement of hose and 
several Babcock fire-extinguishers. It was also 
suggested by Mr. Benner that some 
arrangement should be made for getting 
the patients in the upper stories safely to the 
ground in case of fire. It would be no trifimg task 
to get 400 sane peuple out of such a building if 
a fire should break out in the night, and the like 
pumber of lunatics could never be gotten down 
alive in such a case. His idea is to rig up a loag 
eanvas bag reaching from each of the upper 
wiadows to the grouod, which could be held at 
the foot by a couple of men. Two more could 
grapple with the patients one by one, and slide 
them down. In this manner the wards could be 
cleared simultageously, and great loss of life 
ayoided. 

Ihe arrangements of the kitchen, the store- 
room, bakery, lauudry. and other offices, were 
ſound to be good, and everything was clean and 
in good order. The medical gentlemen present 
said that the dispensary was very well stocked. 
Ine engme-house, stabies, barns, and out- 
houses were all inspected by the visitors, and 
found in good condition. A large number of 
hogs, some cows, horses, and other farm stock 
are kept, and great stores of potatoes, onions, 
beets, turuios, and ober vegetables, grown on 
the County Farm by the paupers and some of 
the insane, were seen piled around. Ose point 
to which the attention of the charitable should 
be called is. che 

CONDITION OF THS LIBRARY- 
Many of the inmates, both pauper and insane, 
are great readers, but there are uot more than 
300 books ta the library, and many of these are 
not of an interesting character to these unfor- 
tunate creatures. What. is wanted is heut lit- 
erature, novels, magazi periodicals, and, 
above all, **picture-books.” ‘there are thou- 
gands of persous in Cook County who have euch 
books lymg around, which have e worn, 
or, hav.ug Once been read, have been cast aside 
as useless. If they will take the trouble to look 
these up, and wili send them to the Clerk of the 
Board at the County-Butiding, they will be do- 
ing an act of real kindness to ant elass.

French Titles. 

Since the accession of Napoleon L to the Im- 
derial throne, 3,319 titles of hereditary nobility 
have been conferred upon Frenchmen by we 
mouarchs who have reigned over France under 
the alternating titles of Empéror and King. 
Napoleon the Great, during his brief u, 
created nine Princes, thirty-two Dukes, 
Counts, and 1,090 Barons. XVIIL and 
Charles X. rewarded their adherents’ loyalty 
with an equal copious shower of titles. Seven- 
teen Princes, seventy Dukes, seventy Marques- 
ses, sixty-three Counts, sixty-two Viscounts, 
215 Barons. and 735 “simple nobles” were 
added to the list of French aristocrats under 
the Legitimist rule of the Bourbons. Louis 
Philippe, being a citizen King, was somewhat 
more chary of bestowing hereditary honors than 
his august cousins bad been. He created only 
three Dukes, nineteen Coun‘s, seventeen Vis- 
counts, and fifty-nine Barons. Nor was Napo- 
leon III., in comparison to bis great ancestor, 
by any means a prodigal in the matter of family 
honors. Twelve Duk nineteen Counts and 
Viscounts, — Hy rons, and 368 lesser 
nobles owe their titles to Napoleon III.

Beyond Mere Conjecture to 
Show What the Original 
Word Was. 
— Hames Were Corrupted 
by Uliterate French Adventure, 


To the Editor ef The Tuns. 

(prcaco, Dec. 6.—Some time ago I com- 
) writing a history of events in Illinois, 
occurring within my knowledge during a period 
offorty years, a division of which I have de- 
voted to Chicago as it was when | first saw it. 
This led to an inquiry as to the origin and meap- 
ing of the word Chicago, which, as this city has 
grown in importavce, has continued among 
many to be a subject of more or less discussion. 
I have thought that the result of my inquiry 
might be interesting to the general reader in 
the form of a newspaper article, in connection 
with others on the sudject which have ap- 
peared of late from various sources. 

The first suggestion as to the meaning of thic 
word; so far as recorded, seems to have come 
from Mr. Schoolcraft, the Indian ‘historian. In 
bis Narrative of an Expedition to the Sources 
of the Mississippi River, in 1820,“ in speaking 
of the Chicago River, he says: Its Danks con- 
sist of a black, arvaceous, fertile sofl, which is 
stated to broduce abundantly in its season the 
wild species of cepa, or leek. This circum- 
stance bas led the natives to name it the place 
of the wild leek. Such is the origin of the 
term Chicago, which is a derivative, bv elision 
and French, annotation, from the word Chi- 

» .*Kaug’ is the Algonduln name for 
the hystrix, or porcupive. It takes the prefix 
Chi eben applied to the Afustula puferius. The 


cencte greatness in any natural object, but it is 
also employed, as bere, to mean increase or 
ercess, a8 acridvess or pungency in quality. 
The penultimate ‘oug’ denotes locality. The 
petorious is so named from this plant.“ 

ls short. that Chi-kaug is an indian word, 
and, in our lepruage, means skunk, which, 
with the indians, is named, as aforesaid, fro 
the wild leek. . 

MR. SCHOOLCRAFT, WHO AT THIS TIME 

dad spent considerable time among the Iudiaus, 
vasapplying himself in acquiring a knowledre 
of their language, with a view to obtaining 
gome permanent official position under the Gov- 
erument in connection with Indian affairs. It 
would seem, from his writings, that io passing 
through the country, every locality he visited 
with what seemed to be an Indian name at- 
tracted hie attention, and be sought for 
its meaning in Envelisb. In many 
instances this would be easily determined, be- 
eduse the Word would be recognized in the form 
then used by the Indians in the vicinity. In 
some instances, however, this was not the case. 
For exaniple, the word Milwaukie.” This 
word was not known nor recognized by the In- 
dians in that form. In regard to this word, 
Mr. Schoolcraft savs: 

“The name Milwaukie exhibits au instance, 
of whieh there are many others, in which the 
French bave substituted the sound of the letter 
Im placee of a m Indian words.

This interpretation looks plausible indeed 
if we are allowed to make the changes neces- 
saryto reach this result.

MR. TRUMBELL’S REFERENCE 
to the note by Dr. James to Tanner's Narra- 
tive,” leaves the reader to infer that his position 
in regard to the meaning of this word is sus- 
tained by that authority, while the fact is quite 
otherwise. The text of “‘Tanner’s Narrative, 
m convection with this note is as follows: 
 Shig-rau-ga-win-zheeg.’ pl. onions (Skunk 
Weeds).” The note thereto by Dr. James 
alludea to is as follows: “From ‘ Shig-cau-ga- 
winje.“ This word. in the singular number. 
some derive the name Chikago. Dr. James 
must be regarded as high autnority on the In- 
dian languages of the Northwest. He was the 
editor of The Account of Maj. Long's Expe- 
dition to the Rocky Mountains,” as well as of 
“Tanner’s Narrativé,’’ and possessed the most 
ample means of settiing this question if 

t to his attention, as it seems to 
bave been,—if, indeed, there remained 
any sources , of information to that 
end. From the fact that the meaning ofthis word 
was brought to the attention of Dr. James at 
the time, and on the occasion, as appears, we 
must believe it’ was discussed by himself and 
Mr. Tanner, and that thev were both unwilling 
to adopt the meaning as derived by some. ‘The 
peculiar expression in Dr. James’ note, that 
some have derived the meaning as referred to, 
must be taken rather as an exoress disapproval 
on bis part of the definition. Mr. Tanuer, too, 
was himself 


HIGH AUTHORITY ON THIS POINT. 


He was thirty years a captive among the 
Indians in the vicinity of the Great 
Lakes, be passed through Chicago several 
times, and spoke ali the dialects of 
the Algonquin tongue in the Northwest 
Territory. e seems to have been a man 
of intelligence, and, at the time of the publica- 
tion of his Narrative, was United States indian 
Interpreter at Sault Ste. Marie. One noticeable 
feature of bis book was that it abounds in 
Indian geograpbical names, the meaning of 
whieh in English is always carefully noted. 

Ido not pursue my inquiry on this subject 
simply to combat the expressed opinions of 
othera,—that, Chicago is an Indian word, and 
means skunk, as this is of no consequence; but 
I have never myself been abie to come to this 
conclusion. from existing evideypce, taking into 
account even all that bas been givanced in favor 
of that position. 

THE FIRST MENTION OF THE WORD 


in question in my reading is by Father Henne- 
vin, in bis book, London edition, 1699, chapter 
34, the beading of which is as follows: “ Ap 
account of the building of anew Fort on the 
River of the Illinois, named by the savages 
Checagou, and by us Fort Creveceur.” This 
was in 1680. The Fort was at the place where 
Peoria now stands. The same writer also speaks 
of the River ** Checagoumenans,’’ on the west 
of Lake Michigan, but does not definitl locate 


it. He also speaks of a nation iu the vicinity of 
— mouth the Ohio River as the Chicka- 
cha. 


On a map latelv reproduced by Mr. Parkman, 
accompanying his book on La Salle and his dia- 
coveries, from the map of Franquelin, 1684,“ 
is designated a river running into what seems to 
be intended as the Desplaines, just above the 
Kankakee, corresponding to what is now called 
Hickory Creek, which is styled River“ 
„ Chicagou.““ Oo Lake Michigan, at the point 
corresponding to the present site of Chicago. is 
an indian village desiguated as ‘* Checagoumei- 
nau. N 

Baron La Houtan, who passed up the IIlinois 
River in 1689, and thence over to the River St. 
Joseph on the east of Lake Michigan, speaks of 
*Chekakou.” and again of Cbegakou,“ 
somew bere in the vicinity of the head of Lake 
Michigan, but which place he does not definitly 
locate. His map accompanying his book notes 
a portage from the IIIinois River to Lake 


Michigan, at about the point of the 
mouth of Fox River, which is designated 
as Land Carriage of Chekakon.’’ Father 


Charlevoix, who visited this country in 1721. 
speaks of a place at tne head of Lake Michigan 
“called Chicagou, which is also the name of a 
little river which runs into the lake.“ 
NOW, IF CHICAGO, OR CHICAGOU, 

means skunk, and the river entering the lake 
was so named from the onwns or leeks (skunk- 
weed) growing on its banks, it could not be 
appropriately aoplied by the Indians to the fort 
of the French on the Illinois River. This fort, 
it will be remembered, was built and so named 
in the winter time, when the upsavorv smeil of 
leeks cannot exist. It being admitted on all 
hands that this word comes to us through the 
French, our fnquiry as to ite meaning should 
properly begin at the point of its first avplica- 
tion to this fort on the [llinois River. As de- 
fore shown, certainly the word could not, in 
that connection, mean onion, leek, por skunk. 
The French name being Crevecur“ (broken 
heart) we would be led to presume that the 
name given by the Indians, *‘ Cyicagou,’’ would 
be of similar import. : 

In my early boyhood I lived in this Ps of 
the country, while the Indians were still here, 
and learned something of the Indian language 
as spoken by the Pottawatomies. The mean- 
ing of this word Chicago bad at that time be- 
come a matter of incidental discussion, the 
prevailing impression being that it meant 
skuok, because some one bad said so, and no 
one being able or seeming inclined to contra- 
dict it. But trom my knowledge of the Indian 
language I did not accept this interpretation as 
correct. I found in the Pottawatomie dialect 
the word ‘**Choe-ca-go,”’ meaning in English 
destitute, or, as the Indians would sometimes 
express it in English, “got none.” This was 
the nearest to Chicago of any word I could find 
in use by these Indians. I therefore insisted 
that these were intended as the same word 
and meant the same thing. In a conversa- 
tion on this subject recently with Judge 
Blodgett, of the United States Court, who was 
also here in this part of the country while the 
Indians remained, he mentioned the fact of this 
same word being used by them in the sense I 
have stated, and that persons not familiar with 
their language often mistook them when speak- 
ing this word as referring to the Town of Chi- 


go. 

These Indians, furthermore, did not pro- 
nounce the word Chicago in a way to indicate 
that it came from sbee-kaug, a skunk. 
“Chi” they pronounced the same as in 
“ehick.”” The Pottawatomies were a branch 
of the Aigonquin group, so-called, and spoke 
that language; the same which prevailed in this 
locality ou the arrival of the French, 200 years 
ago, and the same which Marquette spoke with 
all the tribes from Montreal to the Des Moines. 

IF CHICAGO IS AN INDIAN WORD, 

there may be still other theories suggested as 
to its signification aside from that of skunk, 
which may be adopted with less violence to its 
approved orthografy. In the language of the 
Minatrees, a tribe who 200 years ago inhabited 
the ba of the Missoun River, not far above 
its mouth, occurs the word Chicaga, which 
means boy, youth, or thing of youthtul growth; 
but this is perbaps a mere coincidence of sounds, 
being nearly the same as Chicago. In the Al- 
gonquin language, as spoken by the Ojibways, 
occurs the word Ka-go, meaning forbear, re- 
irain from, donot. The particle Chi,” in this 
language, ans wers to our preposition fo, which pre- 
fixed to the word Ka-go,”” makes Chi-ka-go,“ 
to forbear, to refrain from; in other words, a 
place to be avoided. Father Charlevoix ex- 
pressiy states that he was advised to. avoid 
this place as a portege to the Lilinois River, 
as it could not be made, especially at that 
season, of the year. without great difficulty. 
He therefore went by way of the St. Joseph 
River and the Kankakee. La Salle also took 
the same route. Taking the account given of 
Chicago by Maj. Long, in 1822, we would concur 
that it was a place to be avoided, and, if such 
was the meaning of the word Chicago, that it 
was rightly named. 

A person who gives the matter of Indian 
geographical names much attention soon finds 
the popular idea on the subject to be very erro- 
neous. Our country abounds in strange-sound- 
ing names which we have been led to 
accept as Indian words, our only inquiry 
being as to their meaning, taking it for granted 
that the words are genuine and have a meaning 


in English. Bot when we take into account the 
fact that the e from which our Indian 
names were derived was not a written 


language, that these words have been trans- 
mitted to us through the French, or illiterate 
adventurers of our own language, or have been 
subjected in their course to varying circum- 
stances, we are led to scan more closely the 
offnand definitions which art furnished us at 
this day. 
I ONCE HAD A CONVERSATION 

with the late Gov. Doty, of Wisconsin, on the 
subject of the Indians of the Northwest and 
Indian geograpbical names. I called his at- 
to the name of a town in that 
State wh while it had some features 
of an pdian word, I could not 
trace to any word I knew io that language, 
which was Werauwega. He said that name 
in that form was not an indian word; that 
while he was Territorial Judge of the Western 
District of Michigan be had a Menominee In- 
dian whose vame was Wey-au-we-ya,”’ 
which io our language was “whirling wind”; 
that after he became a member of Congress, his 
Indian guide being dead, he sent this name to 
the Post-Office Department as the name of a 
post-office about to be established in Waupacea 
County; that some time thereafter be found 
the bad been established with the y iu the 
last syllable thanged to g by mistake in reading 
Aen.

Originaily have in gen- 
eral been unavailing. An example in this re- 
gard is foundin the of the river at South 
Chicago now called Calumet. While this ap- 
pears on some of the old maps as the name of 


that river, it was evidently not the Indian name 


for it, bat was so applied in mistaking 
what seems to have been the Indian name. 
Gen. Cass, at the treaty at Chicago with the 
combined tribes in 1821, in bis communication 
with the Indians, ju which be is supbpvused to 
speak of this river by a name known to them, 
calls it the grand **UCon-amik,” an Indian word of 
the Algonquin tongue, signifying “ snow-bea- 
ver.“ For a period of time this river was called by 
the whites, indiscriminately, the “Calamick ”’ 
and“ Calamink,” as well as Calamet, neither of 
which was an Indian word. These words were 
spoken apparently as a corruption of the origi- 
nal. But the worg Calumet finally became the 
established name of this river. The name was 
said to be derived from the alleged cir- 
cumstance that Indian councils were some- 
times held in the vicinity, when the calumet was 
smoked, asu by some to be an Indian 
word signifying “pipe of peace. Now, as a 
matter of fact, the word calumet is not an Iu- 
dian word; neither does it signify, properly, 
“pipe of peace.”” It is a Norman-French word, 
and menus simply pipe. The Indian name of 
this river was no doubt Con-amik”’’; bat the 
French, mistaking the sounds as pronounced 
by the Indians, called it Calumet, somewhat of 
the same sound, and a familiar word in their 
own language. It is in tbis manner that our 
Indian names became changed by corruption. 

The word Canada affords an instance iflius- 
trating the uncertainty in tracing the origin of 
geographical names in this country. Father 
Hennepip, in tracing the origin of this word, 
says the Spaniards, who first discovered Canada, 
having found nothing considerable in it, aban- 
Goped the country and called it “Ii Capo di 
Nada.“ that is, a cape of nothing; hence, by 
corruption, sprung the word Canada. Now, as 
a singular coincidence of sounds, the word Can- 
ada is a genuine Iroquois word in the dialect of 
a tribe who once inhabited portions of that 
country. Other authorities say that Cartier, 
when be arrived in Canada, coming ty an Indian 
town, 7 the Indians what they called their 
country; they, understanding him to inquire 
what word they used to signify a town, an- 
swered, “Canade.”’ So 

THE FRENCH CALLED THE COUNTRY CANADA, 
the name by which they understood the Indians 
designated it. 

There is an instance in the State of New York 
which serves to show how Iudiau names not 
only change in form, but bow they become 
sbifted iu the course of time from one locality 
to another, materiaily affecting their local appli- 
cation. It is that of Schenectady. The original 
word is said to be “Sken-eh-te-da,”’ which is an 
Iroquois word of the Mobawk dialect and sig- 
nifies “beyond the odentugs.“ This word was 
applied by the Indians to Albany as well as to 
the Hudson River. The name of Albany sup- 
planted it, ana ‘*Sken-eb-te-da’’ became Scher- 
ectady, and was transferred to a place on the 
Mohawk River. The name of Chicago has had 
a similar experience. 

The vopuler idea of - Indian geographical 
names is that they have been applied with ref- 
erence to some aopropriate local siynification. 
Thus in regard to Chicago, that it takes its name 
from the river, and that the river was so named 
from the circumstance of the abundatce of wild 
onions or leeks growing on its banks. Other 
definitions bave been rejected on the ground of 
wanting local signification, according to the 
foregoing theory. While there is a peculiar fit- 
ness in adopting Indian geographical names. it 
is a mistaken idea that they are always appro- 
oriate to the occasion. For example, the word 
“Wau-sau,”’ atown in Wisconsin, which signi- 
fies, literally, ‘‘ far off,“ is not by itself a very ab- 
propriate term in our language to the inhab- 
ſtants of the place as the name of atown. The 
word Kau-ka-nan is the name also of a town 
in Wisconsin, whieh means all.“ This sord by 
itself in our lan@uage would not seem to be a 
very appropriate geographical name; at least 
we would not select it as the name of a town. 
The word Nokomis,” a town ia Iilinois, is one 
which, as an Indian word, sounds very well, 
and we adopt it as an appropriate Indian name 
so long as we remain iguorant of its meaning in 
our langoage, which is, simt ly, graudmother.“ 
And so with our Indian names to a great er- 
tent. When rendered into our own isnguage, 
they often lack that fitness to the occasion 
which our fancy bas led us to suppose they 
possessed. Their fitness frequently consists in 
the fact alone that they are Indian words, and 
the less we know of their definition the better 
we are satisfied with them. 

At my earliest recollection there was on the 
Kankakee River, at the crossing of the great 
teaming and eattle-drovers’ route from the Wa- 


bash country to Chicago, a place called by the 
unlettered men ‘Who at that de fol- 
lowed this route in the line of their 


calling. Bulldony's Grove, by which name the 
point became generally known. It was said to 
have been derived trom the name of a French- 
man living at that place. In after years as the 
populated, and it became 
necessary to reduce this name to writing, the 
correct word was found to be Bourbonais. 
Now, suppose Mr. Bourbonais had disappeared 
before this error was discovered, or suopose the 
career of those uolettered men had remained 
undisturbed for a bundred years, and all trace 
ol the origin of this word had been lost, and 
some one should 

ATTEMPT TO ASCERTAIN AND DEFINE ITS ORIGIN 
and meaning from what the word itself would 
import, as is done in regard to the word Chi- 
cado, what might be the result? Father Henne- 
pin, speaking of the country along the Kanka- 
kee River, which be calls the Jllinois, savs there 
are large droves of wild bulls found there (mean- 
ing buffaloes). This would be a starting point. 
it would require no stretch of the imagination 
to find that some severe winter large numbers 
of these animals perished in and about this 
grove, leaving their bones bleaching apon the 
ground for years thereafter, ever since which 
the place was known a Bullbony Grove. 

Mr. Lewis H. Morgan, in bis excellent work 
entitled League of the Iroquois,“ adds a large 
number of geographical names of Indian origin, 
with definitions, But many of them seem to 
have undergone such changes by corruption 
that their meaning in our language could not 
be traced. Astosuch words he frankly adds 
„ signification lost.“ Now, im regard to this 
word Chicago, after the various opinions which 
have been given as to its meaning, and since no 
satisfactory result can be reached, it woulda 
seem proper, rather than contend for any given 
opinion, unsupported by satisfactory evidence, 
that we should set it down “ signification lost.“ 
At avy rate, all must agree that the original 
word bas undergone changes by corruption, and 
just what the original word was, and what its 
meaning io our language may have beeu, we 
have now no means of showing berond mere 
conjecture. ‘ E. M. Hatnzs.

A SOUBRET AT M’VICKER’S. 

Annie Pixiey is an actress of such unusual 
merit as to call for more than passing mention. 
Since Monday last she has been playing her 
second engagegent here, which, although by no 
means so remunerative as those of Boston, 
Philadelphia, and New Orieans,where the houses 
were filled to overflowing, has yet been probably 
the best at any of our city theatres. Her play- 
ing has given unusual satisfaction. as it did de- 
fore, and but ove opinion has been expressed 
concerning the measure of her talent when 
comparing her with the most popular soubrets 
starring during the past ten or fifteen years,— 
that, as an artiste, she is immeasurably superior 
to any of them in natural endowments and in 
her knowledge of the stage. 

Genuine soubrets are scarce upon the Ameri- 
can stage, and have always been scarce. Act- 
resses with the ability of Miss Pixley generally 
take to some otner live of business, with a no- 
tion, we suppose, that artistic excellence of the 
highest order cannot be reached in that line, 
and so the average soubret is little better thap 
an ordinary variety performer. Hampered by a 


and, assuming a character which in itself to 
many people would be unattractive, she has ad- 
mirably softened its ruggedness and made it ir- 
resistibly attractive. Her laughing face, her 
exquisite sense of fun, and her natural tender- 
ness in the role of M’lise spreads an electric 
chain about the audience, makes them forget 
the actress, and recognize in her only 
one of the Good Ssemaritans of the 
stage who “entertain the people by 
pouring oil upon their mental wounds.“ She 
possesses what is essential to an actress: a 
pleasing figure, a tace capable of wonderful ex- 
pression, and a fine eye forthe stage. What 
few soubrets have any idea of she possesses in 
an unusual degree,—a knowledge of character. 
Her enunciation is singularly distinct, her ex- 
pression is alwavs nataral and appropriate, she 
possesses genuine pathos,—few of our comedi- 
ans or comediennes have this gift.—and she can 
viay with an inexhaustible vivacity which is 
made more attractive by each fresh stroke of 
humor, accompanied by a bewitching artillery 


of attitude, of gesture, and expression. The 
mauner in which she carries herself through the 
first act of *M’lise” could not be excelled. 
She is identified with every thought and habit 
of the character, and when, in her ragged 


dress, she comes upon tbe rough 
fellows, who all worship ber as the 
child of the Sierras, she instantly 


takes a place in the hearts of ber audience, as 
she has in the patures of the rough mining men. 
There is nothing artifleial about her tenderness 
in the incidents with per father or the school- 
master, and her arch pertness in the scenes with 
the traveling showman ischarming. She does 
not move about the stage as if she were worked 
by wires from the .wings.—noiany of them do,— 
she is not the mechanical soubdret, but natural 
and spontaneous. The last act gives us an indica- 
tion of ber unusual versatility, for in the 
ebaracter of M lie, remodeled 8 five years of 
education, we are presented with abitof ex- 
ceedingly good refined comedy. Then such an 
amount of vocal endowment is rarely combined 
with the acting ability which she possesses. A 
| voice of such compass. st bility, and 
Sympathy isseidom found upon the dramatic 
stage, and indeed it is scarce upon the comic-opera 
stage. Judging from the selections she gives, 
and from the pameshe won in Australia asa 
singer, we should imagine that her succcss 
would be great in the roles in which Aimee bas 
won popularity. But we are contident that she 
has a great future before ber in the line she has 
chosen. There is afield for this kind of work. 
and before long her popularity will be as great 
as the most favored, and it will not be confined 
to Boston, Philadeiphia, or New Orleans, where 
her unusual qualities bave been already fully 
recognized, but it will be univereal. 

There is continual complaint in regard to the 
play in which Miss Pixley has been traveling 
with. We grant that it is full of faults, which 
weaken the dramatic interest of the viay, and 
that the last act is completely out of keeping 
with the previous acts; but, as we have already 
shown, it is infinitly suocrior to a dozen dramas 
that have made fortunes for thefr owners. There 
are several excellent situations, the characters 
are well contrasted by the autbor, although the 
actors do not realize the characters fully. Yuba 
Bell, the driver ot a California stage-coach, is 
well hit off by Mr. J. E. McDonough: but Mr. 
B. G. Rogers. while he presents the part of the 
Judge with fidelity and truth, fails to impart to 
the role the delicate exaggeration of the eccen- 
tric Beeswinger. The Mexican villain is rendered 
by Mr. Fulford with an irregular accent; at 
times he speaks in the broken English of Mex- 
ico, and again be utters his words in the purest 
Anglo-Saxon. Mr. Murray Wood's comedy, as 
seen in Templeton Fake, is very hard; Mr. Kil- 
day too much and preaches too much; 
Mr. Johuson is only at times good as Smith, the 
father of u’liss; and Lizzie Rich makes the 
most out of the ungrateful character of the ad- 
venturess.

Accent and 
bearing are exceedingly good, and he is to be 
commended in not sacrificing the character iu 
striving after broader effects. Every playgoer 
has pleasant recoliections of Miss Affie Weaver, 
who assumes Katrina. and makes an exceed- 
‘ingly interesting sweetheart to Dos, much 
better than he deserves, for he is presented 
in anything but a favorable light by Mr. 
. J. Holland, a crude actor, Van

NEW YORK. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

New York, Dec. 4.—Miss Adelaide Neilson, 
who spent part of Thanksgiving week resting in 
this city, in preparation fer a long traveling 
tour in the West, left for Ohio Sunday after- 
noon last, and will arrive in Chicago on Monday 
vext, to begin her engagement with McVicker. 
Thus far Miss Neilsom bas had a remarkably 
successful season, as indeed she is likely to heve 
until ite close. Her charms as an actress are 80 
well known to theatre-goers throughout the 
country that the mere announcement of her 
coming is sufficient attraction. Opening in 
Brooklyn, Oct. 20, what is said to be her fare- 
well tour in this country, at least for some 
years, Miss Neilson thereafter played in Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Washington, Norfolk, and 
Richmond, meeting everywhere with the same 
cordial welcome. The apparent and indubitable 
proof of the public faver is the fact that Miss 
Neilson’s profits, up to Thankszciving, 
amounted to nearly $15,000, a comfortable 
result for five and a half weeks’ work, 
or, more properly, play. The supporting 
company, numbering twenty people, travel with 
the artist. On the Iich of December, at the 
beginuing of her second and last week in Chi- 
cago, “* Cymbeline will be produced, for the 
first time, I believe, in your city. Miss Neil- 
son’s Imogen is one of ber strong persopations, 
and will add to her reputation among your peo- 
ple as a most intelligent and admirable expo- 
nent of Shakspeare. Mise Neilson has made a 
contract with Mr. Maguire for a California sea- 
son, beginning May 8, of twenty-eight perform- 
ances, for which she is to get 60 per cent of the 
gross receipts, with the guarantee that her re- 
ce lots shall not fall below 6500 a performance. 
These are better terms than she has secured 
hitherto. I am told that Miss Neilson intends 
to withdraw from the stage for at least two 
years to rest after the incessant and wearing 
labor of many years. Sbe will probably go from 
San Franeisco to Australia, there closing her 
tour. 

Gilbert and Sullivan’s * Pinafore’ is drawing 
well at the Fifth Avenue, and seems likelv to 
araw success to that ill-fated theatre,—singu- 
larly ill-fated, since it is ogc of the handsomest 
and most attractive houses in town. There 
was a strike in the orchestra at the very start, 
the Musica! Union trying to play the same game 
it failed to play on Col. Mapleson at the Acad- 
emy. But as Mr. Sullivansaid he would play 
the accompaniment on the piano before he 
would accede to the musicians’ demands and 
allow them to violate their contract, it is likely 
the Union will conclude to let ite members play 
away.

„I then thought | conld burn water, I first 
made a complicated machine, very delicate in 
construction, no stronger than ordinary tin and 
solder. This machine, which was composed of ’ 
many pieces, only stood two tests; but it did 
not burst until the solder bad all melted and 
run down the sides.“ 

„Were the two experiments all you made!“ 

“Oh, no, indeed. My next machine was made 
with a view ot overcoming some of its complerx- 
itv. You see I wanted to make my machine 
weak. so I could test the strength of water after 
it had had its disintegral parts separated. I 
could bave made it of boiler-iron or some other 
strong substance, bub 1 could not have cold any- 
thing about the forces at work inside. My next 
machine——but I will show it to vou. for you can 
see nothing of the machinery inside the case.” 

And away went the Professor into a beck 
room to get the machine, soon returning with a 
curious little contrivance of tin, ornamented 
with a great deal of solder about its joints. It 
was formed something like an oil-can, with 
a slender spout or tube running straight up 
from the top. it bad a receiver upon 
oue side, about the size of a silver quarter at 
the largest end or opening, situated near the 
top.

HALF A PINT OF WATER. 
There was a place in the top of the spout into 
which a burner could be fastened by means of a 
screw. It is probable that he used an ordinary 
gas-burner, but this was not attached at the 
time.

A certaiu Professor of chemistry made some 
small experiments to test the explosive quali- 
ties of water, and he blew che whole roof off bis 
rooms. Then the subject. was dropped, and 
philosophy set water down as a very explosive 
substance, but too dangerous to experiment 
with. Now, I took my machine, filled it with 
water, confined it, and then raised the heat to 
1,000 degrees, preventing it from boiling.” 

Lou prevented it from boiling?’’ 

“Yes. Water boiling is cold. ‘Verdone’ 
rushes in to put out the fire, uini the more dis- 
turbed the water is the more ‘verdoue’ rushes 
in to restore the ullibrium and put out the 
fire. At 1,000 degrees I found that water would 
burn. and the only strength.required to confine 
it was a tin can beid together by solder. It is 
perfectly safe. I have made my experiments 
with my family all around me, and I am nota 
particle afraid of it, tor I thoroughly understand 
the causes that lead to au explosion, and wheo 
Iunderstana mat and separate the integral 
parts I have no car of the eonsequences. The 
machine never exvioded until the solder melted 
and ran off the can. have exploded the 
machine in a mild way several times, but I un- 
derstand the nature of all the particles com pos- 
ing water, as well as the danger. atsending the 
separation of the integral parts. It is impossi- 
ble for it to explode as I have arranged it, be- 
cause I do away with that portion which is ex- 
plosive. I am confident that I ean burn water 
safely; but at the same time I could fix that 
diminutive machise easily so that it would 
blow this whole building to atome. 

Tour experiments must have been very in- 
teresting.“ 

“Yes, they were. in my lost experiment 
there was a remarkable philosophy exhibited. 

I ACTUALLY BURNED WATER, 

and had steam coming out at the same time; 
or, in other words, through one orifice, no larger 
than a knitting-needle, a stream of fire and a 
stream of steam came out simultaneously. The 
flame was of a beautiful pink color and of in- 
tense heat. There was a stream of hydrogen 
and as m of steam side by side,—one burn- 
ing with intense heat, and the other putting the 
fire out. I could take a piece of wood, apply it 
to one side of the orifice, and it would take fire 
instantly; then, by turning it over the least 
trifle, the fire was instantly pot out,—for you 
know that nothing will quench fire as quickly as 
steam.

That 
is the matter which 1 have to 
contend with to overcome the explosive power 
of steam. This bas taken a lifetime. I had to 
learn the nature of ‘verdone’ and cause of ex- 
plosions before I could deal with the results. If 
a vacuum is attempted to be produced, ver- 
8 rush in as quick as thought to fill 
up the gap. 

It must be a very fine, rapid, and penetrat- 
ing element!“

“What do you think of the Keeley motor?’

“What first led you to imagine that you 
could burn water! 

“I never should have thought of burning 
water it I bad not found out the causes which 
produted heat, quenched fire, and caused ex- 
plosions. Having discovered these causes, I 
was then ready to deal with effect.” 2 

‘* How about accounting for phenomena?” 

“ By dealing with the causes. I found that it 
was impossible for water to explode if it was 
disintegrated. My first machine was too com- 
plicated. It takes 4,000 degrees of heat to melt 
copper, ana about 7,000 to melt cast-iron..

I conceived the idea 
that copper ought to be a roval metal, and I set 
about experimenting in the art of transforming 
or transposing metals, so as to tarn copper into 
gold, because it was so closely allied with gold. 
I found chat it was much lighter, and that it 
had a tendency to oxidize or collect what is 

known as verdigris.. I concluded that it was 
proper to call my principle orelement ‘ verdone ’ 
from this, and adopted it as its name anyhow, as 
1 had a richt to call it anything I chose.” 

Lou say vou can explain some things in

“Everything in nature must have a place, and 
no two. things can occupy the same place at one 
time.

He arose to depart, but the 
Professor, who had become thoroughly warmed 
ud to his subject, detained him.

Once upon a time as Dupre and Theophile 
Gautier were talking together Gantier observed 
of Claude Lorraine: 

„Claude is a greatly-overrated painter; the 
best of bis works that I ever saw are only fit 
for fans ana fire-screens.

Dupre, a passionate admirer of the great art- 
ist, sat stupefied. “if you are not in fun, 
Gautier,“ be said, it you are not merely main- 
taining ove of your absurd paradoxes, I should 
just like to give you my opinion of Claude the 
first time you have an hour to spare.”’ 

Nothing more was said at he time, but a few 
days later Dupre met Gautier at a wine-snop 
they both frequented and said: 

„Well. vou heretic, do you still bold to your 
absurd opivion that Claude Lorraine never 
painted anyta:ng but fans and fiie-sereens?”’ 

„ do, candidly and conacientiously.” 

Thereon Dupre, the eloquent enthusiast, 
touched te the quick op ove of his tenderest 
spots, took up his parable. He gave 3 long 
lecture on licht, color, harmony, the beauties of 
Lorraine, bis perspective, bis magical halftints, 
bis shadows, his luminous style: he warmed, 
grew hot, taiked, thuodered, and Gautier lis- 
tened. smiling, unmoved, unconvinced. 

A few dars later Dupre was stuvefied on tak- 
ing up a review to Gnd ap article by Gautier on 
Claude. io which everything be bad said was 
reproduced in Gautter’s most nervous, original, 
and picturesque style. 

„The eritic,” says Alfred Sensier, “ had 
neither eve nor opinion, —he was a blind man 
feeling for a dog!“

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BLINDFOLD CHESS. 

The following interesting account of a reed 
blindfold performance of Mr. Blackburne in Glas- 
gow. Scotland, is from the Herald of that city: 

On the 24th and 25th of last month Mr. Black- 
burne achieved, at the Central Working Men's 
Ciub and lastitute, Trongate, one of those feats 11 
the performance of Whien he stande unrivaled. 
Cnese is popularly believed to be a difficult game, 
and probably with some reason. Yet nere we had 
Mr. Blackburne, not playing the ordinary game at 
chess, difficult Shough it may be, with his antago- 
nist before him and the board and pieces on the table 
between, but seated m a corner of the room, his 
back to the foe, without aid from bdoard or men to 
assist him in devising combinations, depending 


‘solely on his retentive memory and keen intellect, 


and thus playing ten skilifal plavers sinuita- 
neously. It must not be thought for an metent 
that all that ie required for the saccom- 
plisument of such @ feat as this is a powerful 
memory. Thatis certainly necedtary, but when 
the blindfold player has recalled the position in 
any pariicaolar game something more than memory 
is required. ‘This will be better understood oy the 
uninitiated if we mention first the war in whicn 
the knowledge of the play is conveyed to and from 
Mr. Blackourge. The ten players are seajed at 
tables, each wih & chess- boaru and men before 
him, while Mr. Blackburne, as we bave already 
eaid, sits in a corner of the room with bis Duck to 
his antagonists. Tue boards are numbered 1 to 10, 
and the blindfold player calls Sut bis nigve for each 
in succession. This having been done the teller 
goes back to No. 1, who makes his move, and the 
teller calls it out to Mr. Blackvurnme, Mr. B. re- 
phes, and the teller proceeds to the next game, 
calls out tae move made, and receives Mr. Biack- 
burne’s answer. Io this way the play goes on. no 
move being repeated to Mr. Blacaburne after he 
has once veen distinctly informed of it. It will at 
once be seen from this what an important part 
the memory pla;@ in the performance oF the 
task: ont after the games nave proceeded a 
few moves another power comes into action, which 
it is very ditlicuit to descfibe. Mr. Blackourne 
having recalled a given position to his recollection 
has to decide upon the best move to ve made. How 
does he do so? With the position in bis mind's eve 
be sees that a certem move looks feasible. But 
that is not enouga He must assure himself of its 
soundness; he must exaniine his opponent's possi- 
ble replies, and bis own answers to those replies. 
During this process of mental analysis the game 
may brane out into numerous ramifications, which 
could only be mastered by the clearest intellect. 
When the game has advanced a few moves book 
knowledge avails nothing. The variations are 
endless. Wedonot knows single case in which 
identical play has occurred to different piayers, or 
even to the same players. after tue middle of the 
game has beeu reached. The player isthen thrown 
entirely On bis own resources, aud it may welt be 
imagined thatinthe case of -b'inafold play the 
mental effort required must be something wonder- 
fal. 
Blindfold chess is not of modern invention. In 
the eleventh century, and even earlier, as we learn 
from old manuscripis, it was practiced by the Per- 
sians and Arabians. even to the extent, it was said, 
of playing ten games simaltaneceusiy. A transia- 
tion in the British Museum of an Arabic work oy 
Abu Muhammad Bin Umar Kajima” records that 
while performing tne feat some have be2n Known 
to have recited poetry. or told amusing stories, or 
conversed with the company present. It was not, 
however, until the midale or latter half of the dif- 
teeuth century that the first exhibition of plind- 
fold chess took place io this conntry. About that 
time there arrived in London tlidor, the famous 
French player, and he astonished the stadents of 
the game by meeting three autazonists simu)tane- 
ously. The feat was then unprecedented, and at- 
trusted u good deal of public atteation. Philidor 
never played moge than three, and would have 
looked with amazement ai a modern performer 
contesting four and e times that num- 
ber with apparent e Since Philidor’s 
time there have been two blindfold players who 
have stood pre-eminent in their day. he first of 
these, Morphy, tae American, came to this country 
u bout twenty years ago, and played first in Bir- 
mingnam, then im Paris, and lastly in London. Ia 
each Case the number of games piayee was eight, 
and in Paris Morphy eccupied ten hears in playing 
that number. Morphy's performances were 4 great 
advance on those of Philidor, and, although Mr. 
Liatcourne, the great player of the present day, 
cannot be said to be in thé same degree supérior to 
the American, yet it is undoubted that his achieve- 
ments inthis branch of the game are far above 
those of the latter. There are several first-class 
players at oresent who play biindfola. such as 
Zukeritort, Paulsen, and Steinitz, but none of these 
can play with the same ease and freedom as Mr. 
Blackbarne. It is a remarkable fact that some of 
his biindfold games are among the most brilliant 
specimens of chess play on record. semembering 
this, it is not surprising that nis exhibition at the 
Central Claud enould cause considerable iuterest 
among local players. He had avery strong team 
opposed to him, there being such weil-Knowa 
players as Sherif Soens, Mesers.

AMERICAN TROTIERS ABROAD. 

The fame of the American trotting-horse may 
now be said to have spread from one ead of the 
earth to the other, and there is bardly a country 
into which, during the past five years, one or 
more specimens of the anima! have not been 
imported, either for racing or breeding pur- 
poses. Three years ago Chülde Harolde and sey- 
eral other representatives of the Hambietonian 
and Mambrivo Chief families were taken to 
Scotland, where their fame for speed and endur- 
ance has been steadily increas: g. until now the 
owner of even a partiy-bred American roadster 
ts looked upon with envy by bis less fortunate 
neighbors. Until within a comparatively short 
time such a thing as a good road horse was un- 
known on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
even when the Yankees,” as all borses bailing 
from America are called, began to arrive, they 
were looked upon with disfavor. The tramway 
com pauies in various English and Scotch cities, 
however, soon found that the class of horses 
knoWn here as “streeters’’ could be shipped 
across the ocean and placed in tront of their 
cars at a considerably less cost per head 
than avimals fit to do the work could be secured 
for at bome, and that they withstood the hard 
usage even better than native stock. It was also 
discovered that inthe matier of getting over 
the ground at a trot they were far superior to 
anything previously seen there, and no small 
number of them were sold at a nice advance to 
people whe wished driving borsés. For gener- 
ations the English carriage and buggy borse has 
been ap animal that in this country would be 
deemed useless for such work, being invariably 
a bang-iailed beast, with a great deal of very 
higb-knee action and very little progression, 
the fashionable gait being much the same as 
that to which circus-horses are trained. This 
was well enough ior members of the aristocracy 
out for an airing in Retten Row, but when the 
easy-going, long-gaited ‘‘ Yankee’’ roadster put 
in an appearance the difference in his favor was 
at once apparent, and speedily overcome even 
the prejudices of the Enylish, and it was not 
long before the importation of American road 
horses began in earnest. Several stall- 
ion colts of recognized trotting families 
were purchssed by enterprising Britons with an 
eye to the main chance, and their owners are 
now reaping a golden harvest, the services of 
such horses -being in great demand. 

About two years ago s gentieman living in 
Ireland, but a native of America, concluded to 
import some American trotters to the Emerald 
Isle, and came over bere for the purpose of 
selecting them. Quite a number were secured, 
among the lot being the 3-year-old Pliny, by 
—— the last-named borse being a son of 
Rysdyk’s Hambletonian, out of Jessie Bull, by 
Long Island Blackhawk, and owned by Addison 
Doughty, of this city. Soon after this purchase 
the Japanese Goverument sent au agent to this 
country for the purpose of securing sowe thor- 
oughbred and trotting colts and mares. He 
visited Kentucky, and took from that State a 
choice assortment of stock, which is now being 
used to great advantage in improving tne blood 
of the stunted equine race of Japan. 

The latest foreign purchaser of American trot- 
ging-stock is Sir Natbapie! Rothschild, who has 
just become the owner of the California-bred 2 
vear-old coit Burlingame, by Irvington, dam 
Flora, by Belmont. Irvinuton is a son of Ham- 
bletonian, and his dam was a Bellfounder mare, 
Burlingame is described by the San Francisco 
Cali as a very stylish colt: ‘High carriage at 
both ends,“ as Dr. Herr would say, which is 
fully as elegant, if not as exoressive, as bead 
and tall up.“ He shows this style even when 
led out on the floor, and when in harness he 
does not require any bearing rein to keep his 
head in a proper position. He has fine action, 
hocks and knees well bent when in motion, with 
a long. easy etride, and a great deal of speed for 
the training be has had. He took the first pre- 
mium in hie class at the Golden Gate fair, and 
was much admired by all who saw him. He is 
to be used for breeatng in England, the design 
being to give the tenants on the Rothschild es- 
tate his services, in order that they may breed a 
different class of haruess borses than is preva- 
lent there. With the fine-part bred mares of 
that country he cannot fail to get showy and 
serviceable stock. As he will surely be over 
sixteen bands, his descendants will have size 
enough to fit themselves for any business, and 
his breeding is such as to warrant the expecta- 
tion of unifofmity in the desirable points of his 
progeny. 

The purchase of Burlingame resulted from an 
order which Mr. Gansi, the agent of the Roths- 
childs in San Francisco, received from the Bar- 
opet, and, after due inquiry in the East, Mr. 
Ganai concluded to examine the California stock. 

In England high action in a trotter is admired, 
and a quick and sbarp bending of the knee adds 
greatly to the value of the animal. In that 
country a horse with the quick, nervous action 
of Fuilerton would receive a decided prefereoce 
over the gait of Col. Lewis or Lady Thorne, and 
a heavy tail is almost a sine gua non for the car- 
riage. The purchaser, being iully aware of these 
peculiarities, sought to combine excellencies 
from an American view and those which the 
English would fancy, and hence the purchase of 
Burlingame. The colt was bred by John Don- 
nélly, of San Mateo County.

Mr. Cole, in bis work on the horse’s foot, savs 
that the average driving horse, at its normal 
gait, will raise his foot at least fifty times a min- 
ute, or 8,000 times av hour; and all four feet at 
this rate 60,000 times a day of five hours’ work. 
Now, if the horse is carryinga shoeof two 
ounces’ unnecessary weight he will, in this day’s 
travel, waste vower and force enough to move a 
weight of 7,000 pounds. And yet some trotters 
are made to carry a sboe of more than three 
pounds’ weight at a speed under three minutes, 
when a shoe weighing half that is regarded as 
suflicientiy heavy for driving and road horses 
generally.

was less than the sum due ber. The twenty-five 
acres ov the east end of the Park was bid in by 
Abram Vanderburg, the mortgagee, for $3,700, 
which was less by $7,000 than the amount due 
on his mortgage, and this $7,000 it is supposed 
will have to be paid by the stockhoiders. The 
deficiency on the sales will amount to more 
than $ 
mean a vermanent breaking up of the Park 

nds, which have cost less than $150,- 
000, aud which now bring less than $20,000.

As the poon- 
lation of the city extends farther west—as it is 
rapidly doing—the need of greater facilities wil 
be stil more keenly felt. .Som relief might be 
had by runvipg the Milwaukee avenue and 
Indiana street cars on Lake street to the junction 
of that thorofare with the present lines of street 
railway; but even that wil soon be insufficient. 
The Northwestern Railway, if its managers 
could be induced to see the benefit accruing to 
themselvs, might do very much towari relier- 
ing the pressure upon the streét-car lines by 
meeting the public with such liberal provisions 
and terms as the Illinois Central affords its 
patrons. As it is, passengers on the Nortb- 
western who wish to go to Sacramento ayenue 
ar charged $1.60 per bundred rides more than 
on the street cars; a commutation ticket is good 
for only one person, instead of many, as 
on the street cars or the Lilinois Central: and 
the stopping places ar made as few as possible. 
The present is an opportune time for the North- 
westeru to make the éxveriment of cheap fares 
and popular accommodatiors within the city 
and the adjacent suburbs, Wil they not do it! 

What has becom of the elevated railway. that 
was promist us som time ago?

Better School Accommodations, 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cu1caqeo, Dec. 6.—it is about time for our 
Board of Education to take into consideration 
the assessment of expenditure necessary for 
school purposes for the year 1880. Whilst our 
schools are well conducted iu almost every par- 
ticular, there has been gross neglect in one of 
the districts on the South Side in furnishing 
suitable and sufficient school-room. The school 
building on the correr of Twenty-fourth street 
and Michigan avenue is not, in many particu- 
lars, a fit building for school purposes, The 
building was constructed in 1856, when the de- 
mand was not so great as now, since the city 
has largely outgrown the accommodations, so 
that it is neither adequate in capacity nor fit 
as regards bealto. The district extends from 
Twentieth street on the north to Twenty-eirhth 


street on the south, and from the lake on the 


east to Halsted street on the west,— 
a very populous portion of the city. The school- 
building is 58 dy 76 feet; the number of chil- 
dren on the roll is 1,800. The building is over- 
crowded, gloomy, and badly ventilated, In one 
room, not over 18 by 24 feet, there is crowded 
in fifty children, with no means of ventilation 
except. by two windows, which, if left ope 
would endanger their lives by bad colds and al 
that would necessarily follow in the way of sick- 
ness. The lot on which this building stauds is 
128 by 180 feet, large enough for a building that 
would accommodate the district, and on which 
a building might be erected suitable ip point of 
capacity and healthfulvess. Asit is, many of 
the children who do attead can only get sittings 
balf of the time, many of these compiaining of 
nervous headaches and other complaints that 
tend largely to impair their health. I reside in 
the district,. send my children to this 
school, pay my taxes regularly, and believe 
the time has come for the patrons of this school 
to agitate the questions bere presented. The 
health of our children is important, and suita- 
ble accommodations to afford ail a seat in school 
the entire day is also important. Why these 
have been so long overlooked is a question our 
Board of Education ought to answer.

Caroaco, Dee. 5.—The procurement of per- 
sons to go upon bonds in civil cases and to give 
bail in criminal cases has become so extensive a 
business as to give steady and profitable em- 
ployment to a large number of persons in Chi- 
cago. There are the brokers (often petty law- 
yers) who scour the Justice and other courts, as 
well as police stations, ready for a emall consid- 
eration, varying from $5 to $25, to find 4 pro- 
fessional’? who will give bail or bond for any 
one. For this service the “professional” 
charges from $25 to $100, and in desperate cases 
as much as $500. And it does not take a man 
with very much or very ehboice real estate to 
carry on a large business in the bond or ball line. 
His affidavit that be is worth so much is gener- 
ally accepted by the Clerk or Judge, who never 
troubles himself to inquire as to the location, 
title, or value of the scheduled or non-scheduled 
property. It may bea bogus subdirision, lo- 
cated in the swamps and worth but a fraction of 
the amount represented. Thus what is intrio- 
sically valueless or worth only a trifle for ceme- 
tery or farming purposea may ba put in for 
several thousand dollars, and made to do 
duty over and over again, until the pro- 
teothedal bailer has reaped a profit amounting 
to several times the value of al) bis assets. 
For instance, a bailer worth, all told, but $2,000, 
may, by courte, give 
bond for $1, ma an 
ecgregate . of $200,000 to 000. Sup- 
poss t is professional bailer should think t

Not one-third of all the persons who are accep 
ed as bondsmen and bail at our police-stations 
and courts are solvent to-day. Their liability as 
bondsmen so far exceeds the value of their as- 
sets that they are absolutely and at ban«- 
rupt, and neither the public nor parties litigant 
bave any security whatever. 

Now, is there not a sure and adequate remedy 
for this farcical system, which does more than 
anything else, except the purchase and sale of 
jarymen, to prostitute the courts, and make a 
mockery of justice? One way to pat a stop 
to this wholesale bail-bond swiudle as practiced 
by such professionals is for the Uity-Attorvey 
and State’s, Attorney, and Clerks and Judges of 
courts to make out a list of ail whose names ap- 
pear on any bond, whether in civil or criminal 
cases. Then compare these lists and arrange 
the names in alphabetical order, which will 
show in what court, what case, what amount a 
professional bailer has become surety or securt- 
ty. Addtng together the penal sum of all the 
bonds giveo, the aggregate liability will de es- 
tablished: Next ascertain the financial and real- 
estate responsibility of the man bimself, which 
can de done througu the mercantile agencies 
and abstract offices. Comvare bis schedule and 
oath witb the facts thus obtained, and, if they 
do not taily, act accordingly. 

Asa matter of pubiic protection, it would be 
mouey well invested for the city and county to 
spend $1,000 each in obtaining and classifying 
these statistics and information. *

THE MAPLESON OPERA SEASC3. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Nuw York, Dec. 4.—Gerster’s successor bas 
come, and Col. Mapleson and the publie are 
alike bappy at the event. Not that the charm- 
ing Gerster has been supplanted, or is in any 
danger ot losing her bold upon the affections of 
musie-loyers. The newcomer bas made at once 
a place for herself, without thought of rivalrs, 
or any necessity for it. The great singers of 
the world are not so many that there is too 
little room for them all. Those of them who 
have crossed to these shores bave never failed 
of welcome so bospitable and genuine as not 
alone to satisfy but to surprise them withal. 
And we are always ready to extend the same 
handsome treatment to any member of that 
rare band. The minister of pure enjoyment and 
delight to thousands is certainly worthy the 
plaudits and flowers lavished upon her by the 
appreciative, and shall have no grudging praise, 
let it be hoped, in any quarter. Come the song- 
bird from Italy, or Hungary, or America, or 
Germany, or France, a thousand times welcome, 
and always welcome. * f 
Is it not enough of pleasure to record the 
shining out ef a new and brilliant star in the 
operatic firmament? And that is what we have 
now to record. 

MLLE. MARIMON 

needs no second night to estabiish her place in 
the popular favor. Between her appearance 
and that of Gerster, last winter, there are many 
perallels. Like Gerster, she came late, and, 
like Gerster also, came to make an immediate 
and permanent conquest. True artistic merit 
always tells. There is much talk about fine art- 
ists who are ruined because of the critics’ con- 
demnation, and all that sort of thing. But 
what nonsense is the most of such talk! A 
great prima donna cannot be hidden from the 
public. It is those of equivocal position, who 
are. thrust forwara with claims to greatness, 
that suffer, and complain, and are indeed ob- 
scured. 

Look at the present case. We have had 
opera for six weeks. Favorit operas have been 
presented, most of them, as to completeness of 
ensemole and stage appointments, in admirable 
style. We have had what may be termed the 
very best of stock company opera. Her 
Majesty's troupe was in nowise second to what 
it was last year before Gerster appeared. On 
the contrary, it was considerably stronger. 
If Hauk was gone, Valleria was in her place. 

and Valleria can, in my estimation, more than 

fill the talkative Minnie’s shoes—and even lit- 

erally, for the latter took perbaps legitimate 
pride in a wonderfully small and pretty foot. 

Campanin, the peer of any tenor living, was 

greater than ever. If Frapolli was absent, the 

unfortunate Arambura, now fied to bis native 

shores, was present, and assurediy the better 

tenor of the two, despite the universal doom 

pronounced upon him here. Then, in addition 

to the admiraole artist, Lablache, the company 

was strengthened by another contralto whose 
name needs but be mentioned—Miss Cary. And 

to the sopranos was added Ambre, the owner 

still of a voice, though worn and weakened, and 

of diamonds that would dowry a Queen. For 
Ambre it was reserved to win a success in A da, 

a role for whieh, by figure, and face, and natural 
movement, she was especially fitted. Foley, 

the sweet-toned basso, was replaced by Herr 
Behrens, of most excellent reputation abroad, 

and already recognized bere as a master basso, 
only debarred from taking the highest position 
in his ¢lass by his lack of dramatic ability 
and versatility. Galassi, the most accomplished 
and richly-vyoiced baritone on the stage to-day, 

held bis old place, seconded by Del Puente. As 
for the secondary sopranos, and tenors, and 
bassos, they were, in several instances, superior 
to those of last season, and for the rest were 
the same. ‘The orchestra was larger, conducted 

and trained by the indefatigable Arditi, and the 

chorus also contained more members. All this 
we bad, chen, for the first six weeks of the 

operatic season. No effort was spared, in the 
mounting and preparation of the operas, to in- 
duce the public to fill the Academy.

A prima donna 
generaily does pretty much as she wills to, as 
those who are familiar with the inside life of a 
Nilsson or Lucca wili readily admit, and all 
Col. Mapieson could do was toquote Aackstraw, 
and, with hand upon his heart, say: Proud 
lady, have your way.“ The Colonel Was a very 
lucky man, however, in thinking immediately 
of Marimon, and getting his agent to Paris just 
in time to stop the lady from starting on a tour 
to the East. It was many days before Marimon 
could be persuaded to face the perils of an At- 
Jantic voyage. But for Mr. Henry Mapleson, 
who went over to Paris from London ana used 
all bis excelient powers of persuasion, it is 
doubtful whether Marimon’s heart would 
not have failed ber, after the 
contract, securing her fifty 
performances in the States 
was duly signed and sealed. Mr. Mapleson was 
fearful enough of this to wait ana attend the artist 
to Engiand, and to keep her company indeed un- 
til the Circassia’s gang-plank was about to be 
drawnin.

THE DEATH OF LA SALLE. 


A Tardy Tribute to the Memory of That Great 
Explorer. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Bani, Dec. 5.--'n a conversation with a 
distinguished Jesuit missionary.whom I met in 
the wilds of the Far West some years ago, this 


question was asked: 


Why is it that, after reaping and continuing 
to reap the fruits of the indomitable daring and 
hardsbips of the Sieur de La Salle, the followers 
of Ignatius Loyola persist in robbing that great 
explorer of his justly-earned honors!” 

“This is a tradition, not a fact,” was the 
spirited reply. “Among the Order of the 
Society of Jesus the name of Robert Cavelier 
is held im reverence. Only, we separate the

I have been reminded ot this conversation by 
the appearance of two historical works lately 
thrown off fur popular approbation: “ Discovery 
and Conquests of the Northwest, by Rufus 
Blanchard, and A History of the Northwest 
aud Vermilion County, 1 * dy H. W. 
Beck with. 

Evidently collated from tne same authorities, 
and treating of the same subject, we find Mr. 
Bianchard’s a com pact and inviting volume, and 
Mr. Beckwith’s a loose and disjoiated jumble of 
narratives, overworked and highly colored, or 
suddenly lopped off as a too forward§cion. 

Although La Salle bad been exploring the 
wiids of the new continent for seven vears be- 
fore Pere Marquette laid his weary bones to 
rest ou the sbore of Lake Michigag, vet we find 
a too susceptible civilization crowning the latter 
with the laurels of heroism while it glides over 
the memory of the former with a sacrilegious 
shrug. True, an uulettered but honest pioncer 
has bequeathed to one of the wealthiest coun- 
ties aud to one of the handsomest cities in the 
Northwest the name of La Saile, yet even this 
has served to arouse the jealousy. of so-called 
Historical Societies, and additional honors are 
heaped upon the memory of Marquette. 

No Motley has ever yet dared to describe the 
uvselfish grandeur of La Salle’s life-work; no 
Prescott bas given to the world a description of 
bis sad and unmerited death. Aside from his 
own brief memoirs we have littie more thau the 
rudely-drawn pages of his companion and the 
sharer of his toils, M. Tonty. Charlevoix, 
Hennepin, La Barre, De Beaujeu have heaned 
obloguy upon the name of La Salle, and to this 
day but few have been found to do it reverence, 
our learned Jesuit missionary friend to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Marquette had fully accomplished his misdion, 
and dled at peace with ali the world, having 
ample time to commit to paver his last contes- 
sion, and a trusted confident at his side to close 
his eyes in death; while La Salle, in the very 
prime of life, and wir bis mission but half ac- 
complished, fell by the hand of an assasin,—an 
assasipn the more infamous because he himself 
had been the recipient of La Saile’s bounty. 
On adleak day in March, 1687, a treacherous 
ocean between bim and tne home of his child- 
hood, a vast and iilimitable solitude between 
bim and the friends of his manhood, on a barren 
pampe of Mexico, La Salle gave up his life as a 
sacritice to civilization. And this, too, at the 
early age of 43. 

We would not discredit the sufferings or the 
success of Pere Marquette’s ambition. He was 
a brave and generous man,—a Christian man; 
one who, in bis own words, “came to spread 
peace ttroughout the land.“ Bat the truth of 
history—that history which was written iu blood, 
and not pointed off by the crucifix—demands, 
even at this late day, an equal recoguition 
of La Saile with Pere Marquette. La 
Salle was a scholar, a soldier, a statesman. 
le foresaw, with a penetrating eye, wie yet 
unmeasured volume of trade which would ope 
day pour through the delta of the Mississippi 
to the sea. There was enchantment io ‘the 
thought that he should be the instrument 
by which this should be thfown into 

e lap of France, and to accomplish this 
end became the idol of his imagination 
till death” [Blanchard}; while Pere Mar- 
quette’s highest and only ambition was. to ro- 
claim a few thousand savages from barbarism 
und add them to the possessions of the Pope. 
La Salle was a Roman Catholic, but he believed 
in serving all mankind, not simply that portion 
which counted beads and made a mummery in a 
foreign tongue. 

La Salle was a son of a merchant of Rouen, 
Fraoce, and was christened Robert, bis facher’s 
name being Cavelier. He came to Canada in 
1666, and at once began the perilous life 
of an explorer. In one expedition be passed 
through the territory of the Five Nations (che 
Iroquois tribes) to the Ohio River and as far 
soucn as the Falls, or where Louisville is now. 
In 1674 he returned to France, and Loais XIV. 
as a mark of his favor for his discoveries, 
koighted him as the Sieur de La Salle. He re- 
turned again to Canada and again began his 
arduous und dangerous mission in the interest 
of France and civilization. Ihe treachery of La 
Barre finally recalled him to France only to be 
made the recipient of additional bonors from 
the King, With a fleet of four vessels and 280 
men, —artifleers and adventarers,—on the 24th 
of July, 1684, he sailed for the Gulf 
of Mexico and the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi, which he had visited two years before 
by way of the lakes, the Illinois and Mississippi 
Rivers. Losing his reckoning, the fleet finally 

tin at Matagorda Bay. and there Fort St. 

ouis was erected. Without following his 
history farther, we give, in the language of M. 
Joutel, one of his companions, the account of 
his death, for it cannot be told too often. 
Liotot, surgeon to the expedition, Duhaut, 
Hiens, Treissier, and L'Archeveque were the 
conspirators. Says M. Joutel: “ theimpatience 
of Monsieur de La Salle at the absence of his 
hunters made him resolve to go bimself in their 
search. This was not done without many 
tokens of concern and soprehension. He 
seemed to have sume presage of bis misfortune, 
inquiring of some whether Liotot, Hiens, 
and Dubaut had not expressed some discon- 
tent, and not hearing anything of it, he could 
not forbear setting out on the 2th with Father 
Anastasius and an Indian. When he came near 
where the conspirators were, they made ready 
their arms and provided to surprise him. 
L’Archeveque, the first of them, spying Mon- 
sieur de La Salle at a distance, as he was 
coming toward them. advanced and bid himself 
ia the high weeds to wait his passmg by, so 
that Monsieur de La Salle, suspecting nothing, 
saw L' Archeveque at a gooa distance from him, 
when the traitor Duhaut fired his piece and 
shot Moosicur de La Salle through the head, so 
that he dropped down dead on the spot, witb- 
out speaking one word. The shot which had 
killed Mousiear de La Salle was also a signal of 
the murder to the assasms for them to draw 
near. They all repaired to the place where tne 
wretched corpse lay, which they barbarously 
stripped to the sbirt, and vented their malice in 
vile and opprobrious language. The surgeon, 
Liotot, said several times, in scorn and derision, 
There thou liest, great Basha; there thou liest! 
In conclusion, they dragged it naked among the 
bushes, and left it exposed to the ravenous 
wild beasts. So far was it from what a certain 
author writes of their having buried him and 
set up a cross on his grave.“
